But in valuing land for a landlord, Mr. Scaly would make a distinction of 20. per cent, be- 
tween large holdings and small holdings under 20 acres — [Appendix B, p. 78.] And there "is 
a difference between the rent of large and small holdings in the Union of 25 per cent, and 
upwards — [Mr. Sealy, Appendix B, p. 77.] 

On the whole, the Valuators are of opinion that the valuation is on a level with the rents 
of large farms, if fairly let.— [Mr. Gash, Appendix B, p. 76.] 

The mode of valuing farm-houses was thus described : “ If there was a good slate house, we 
valued it at about 21. ; a thatched house at from 10s. to 17.” — [Mr. Sealy, Appendix B, p. 79.] 

The Valuators stated that they valued the houses in the towns “ according to what a 
solvent tenant would pay from year to year.” — [Mr. Sealy, Appendix B, p. 79.] and then 
deducted 10 per cent, for repairs Ibid. 

There is a valuation in the town of Bandon, for Municipal purposes, under 9 Geo. 4, c. 82. 
That valuation is considerably higher than the valuation for poor-rates. [ — Mr. Sealy, 
Appendix B, p. 79. — Mr. Gash, ibid, p. 77.] 

For the purpose of testing the practical application of the rule to towns, several tenements 
in the town of Clonakilty, the rents of which were known, were referred to in the 
valuation : one was valued at 13/. 10s., the rent of which was stated to be 20/. and regularly 
paid ; another was valued at 9/., the rent of which was 15/. and regularly paid ; a third 
appeared valued at 12/. 10s., the rent of which was 23/.— [Mr. Sealy, Appendix B, p. 79.] 
In general, when the tenant held the house from year to year, the valuation appeared to be 
under the rent. 

On the whole the valuation of the Union is certainly in general under the letting value of 
the tenements. 

In the Appendix will be found a list of 163 registered 10/. electors, resident within this 
Union, with the dates of their registries, their valuation in the poor-rate books, and also the 
amount of the rents to which they are subject. 

It appears from that list, that, even excluding all the smaller holdings under 20 acres, there 
are 41 registered electors who are rated at sums under the rents they pay. 

Out of the whole number, there appear to be 6 who are rated at sums under 10/., and of 
these, 4 are rated at sums under 51. 

Of the 6 who are rated at sums under 10/., two appear to be owners of their respective 
holdings, being subject to no rent, viz., Jeremiah Connor, who registered on 19th of Oct. 
1835, and holds 15 acres, rated at 77. 10.?., and William Burke, registered at the same date, 
who appears to be in possession of 10 acres, and is valued at 4/. 15s.— [Appendix D, p. 81.] 

In the town of Baudon, the names of two 10/. voters for the borough were mentioned, 
one of whom is rated at 31. 10s., the other at 4/.— [Mr. Trcsilian, clerk of the Union’ 
Appendix B, p. 75.] 

The registered county electors in this Union appear to be few in number, and their hold- 
ings are in general of considerable extent.

on which they have valued is perfectly in accordance with the law laid down in the Poor 
Law Act ; 

And recommend to the Guardians the consideration of the advantage of having the entire 
Umon valued by one set of Valuators ; or if the Board thought proper to select one more 
Valuator and by allowing two to work together, thereby shorten the term which the com- 
pletion of the valuation would require. 

Report received and adopted. 

Resolved,— -That 500Z. be appropriated for the purpose of obtaining a valuation of the 
union, with the exception of the towns of Bandon and Clonakilty. 

Messrs. Sealy, Gash, arid Crawford definitively appointed. 

Aug. 6, 1839. 

The three Valuators having also undertaken to value the towns of Bandon and Clonakilty 
an increase of 100Z. to be made to their remuneration. ’

Bandon, 4th January, 1841. 

Mr. Stewart Tresilian, Clerk of the Union — in ansiver to Queries , states 

There was a Committee of 10 appointed to revise the valuation, 
r valuation had lain for inspection, and 335 objections had been made, the Board 

divided the Umon into districts. The Committee sat in Bandon, and posted notices in the 
district for the objectors to attend. 

. da 7 a PP°mted, the objections were gone into. Some of the objections were allowed 

m whole or in part. There is a register of those objections kept. 

lhe ground of objection was specified— whether excessive value, or excessive survey, or 
value not correct relatively to another farm. 

Some of tlie objectors produced witnesses, others produced other valuations. 

1 here were four objections (as he recollects) by landlords for the valuation being too low. 
Mr. Dogherty, an attorney in this town, objected to two houses being undervalued of which 
ne is the owner, and which he has let. 

Mr. AUock, of Longhgrore, objected as to a farm "be has let to Mr. Ottler, and also 
another which he has let to a Mr. Wood, as bemg nndervalued ; does not think he objected 
to any bemg nndervalued except those ; thinks those two farms bound his own ground. 

-here was a house m Bandon the rent of which is 3 1 . ; the tenant is registered as a voter 
tor Bandon. An objection was made for bemg too low, and the copy of the affidavit of 
registry was produced ; Mr. Sloane was the objector ; the valuation is 3/. 10s. ; the tenant has 
unproved the appearance of it since it was let; the Guardians were to re-inspect the 
premises ; does not know the decision ; the tenant's name is Matthew Commins. 

Another objection was made by Mr. Sloane to the valuation of Jeremiah Sullivan's 
$ em s R valued at 4Z. ; that person is also registered ; the copy of the

Thinks that the landlords are not generally aware of the effect of a low valuation upon 
them. 

It was during these 21 days that those objections were taken, and there were three days 
afterwards appointed for considering them. 

The Guardians altered nothing, but merely put the question whether they could alter it 
or not. 

One of the Valuators, Kennedy Crawford, was steward to Lord Bandon, and immediately 
•after he left Lord Bandon, he was appointed one of the Valuators ; he is not a farmer, that 
is, he holds no land; he was considered a capital steward when he was with Lord 
Bandon. 

Mr. Sealy is a farmer, and also Mr. Gash ; they are large farmers ; they have several 
different farms. 

The Guardians advertised for tenders for the valuation ; there were three distinct tenders 
for those three ; the Guardians resolved to elect three by ballot, and those three were 
elected. 

They were paid 200/. each, and they entered into securities for the due performance of 
the work and to have it completed by a given time. 

The instructions were that each should have a field-book, and in the evening to compare 
their different valuations.

Bandon , 5th January, 1841. 

Mr. Thomas Gash, one of the Valuators — in ansiver to Queiies, states — 

There are 23 divisions in the Union. 

There were three Valuators employed. 

They all valued together ; that is, there were always two together, sometimes one was 
sick ; all three were to agree on the value of a tenement, at least if two agreed the other did 
not object. 

Got the county valuations everywhere ; they valued the whole plough-land together. 

Got the composition-books in many places, but not in all. 

In some places got the applotments on the lands to county-cess, some of which made a 
valuation, and some did not, but gave the number of acres. 

The Ordnance Survey has not ^ext ended to this Union, nor Griffith’s Valuation. 

Used the documents to ascertain the acreage and not the value ; the applotments where 
they showed value, widely differed from valuation now made ; they were generally lower, 
in very few places higher. 

Valuation occupied about a year and three or four months; none of the valuators were 
surveyors. 

Were not furnished, with Griffith’s instructions to valuators. 

Does not think it necessary to dig the soil for the purpose of a valuation. 

Thinks he can ascertain the quality of the sub-soil from the top. 

The worst sub-soil is the stiff white marl, and it is easy to ascertain that. 

Has valued for himself on taking lands, but never valued for private gentlemen. 

Mr. Scaly has valued several properties for the purpose of letting. 

Adopted as a test of value what he thought it would be worth at present. 

Certainly did not adopt the rack-rent. 

1 kinks his valuation is on a level with rents of large farms where the lands are fairly let. 

In Kilbrogan the valuation is generally over the rent, but the Duke of Devonshire’s rents 
are very uneven. 

Clonakilty — Lord Shannon has property there ; thinks the valuation is over the rent. 

In Kilmalooda, the valuation is above some of the rents, and under some of them. Holds 
land himself in the parish of Kilbroyan ; .does not think there are any of the Duke’s rents 
over the valuation. 

Some late lettings in the parish of Kinneigh are pretty near the valuation ; those are the 
most recent lettings he knows of ; they are within the last two years ; it is Lord Bandon’s 
estate ; believes they were valued for the pm-pose of reletting ; Mr. Feeling was one of the 
valuers for Lord Bandon ; thinks they are fair lettings ; some of those farms run over 100 
acres, some 60 ; thinks none of them are as low as 20 acres. 

Thinks the last lettings of the Duke and the valuation are not far from each other ; they 
are in Moviddy. 

In the whole Union there are more farms over 20 acres than under 20 ; thinks the small 
lettings are generally let higher than the large. 

Did not make any calculation founded on the gross produce. 

Did not take the rack-rents that are going. 

Did not take into consideration what a man wanting to take 10 or 20 acres would give. 

I lie ordinary class of tenants give rents which the valuers consider very much above the 
value which they (the valuers) would give. 

In some parts of the Union there is a large class of such tenants. 

Some tenants by living in a jess comfortable way pay rents that he would not pay. 

There is a rate of rents which is paid by that class of tenants, and which he considers 
above the value. 

Did not adopt the rate of rents in the valuation. 

Those rents are from 2s. to 3s., or 4s. an acre over the valuation. 
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In most cases inquired the rent ; in general ascertained it ; in some cases could not. 

Adopted a standard farm to judge of value ; thinks it was a farm in Brinny, about 60 
acres, set at 14s. an acre, exclusive of the buildings ; kept that farm in view afterwards. 

Never took the value according to what the farms had been valued at before the Barrister. 

In general the valuation is above the Duke’s rents. 

In valuing the town had two valuations, the gas valuation (9 Geo. IV. c. 82), and the. 
church valuation ; the gas was a late valuation ; made a new one ; it is below the gas ; it is 
in general a tenth under ; allowed for repairs and insurance ; thinks no allowance was made 
for that in the gas valuation ; they valued uncommonly high. 

In general the valuation is pretty even with the church valuation. 

Ascertained the rents in the town ; were guided by that in a great measure. 

Did not measure the houses, or go inside them. 

Thinks the total valuation of the Union must be under the rental — (the witness was here 
informed by clerk of Union that the total valuation of Union was only 135,000/.) ; — thinks 
the rental must be over 135,000/. 

Mr. Sealy, one of the Valuators — in answei' to Queries, states — 

The Valuators valued according to what a solvent tenant could afford to pay one year with 
another, and could be reasonably expected to pay. 

He (Mr. Sealy) made the thing his own case, and said what he would undertake to pay. 

There is a great difference between the rents of large and small holdings ; the rents of small 
holdings are 25 per cent, and upwards over the large holdings, on account of the competition 
for small holdings, and the great population. 

Near the sea-coast the holdings are the smallest ; the population is double or treble what 
it is in the interior. Thinks the holdings there on an average range under 20 acres; a great 
proportion of them are under 10 acres. In valuing a farm of 10 acres, classes the different 
qualities of the land on the farm, and struck an average acreable rent for the whole ; if the 
farm was uniform in quality, that was not necessary. Did not adopt the rent of such a hold- 
ing as the criterion ; adopted the rent which he (Sealy) would pay for it. 

If he was letting land in small holdings, that is under 20 acres, he would expect to get more 
for it than he would agree to pay. 

Between what he holds himself, and what he lets to tenants, has about 1500 acres in the 
divisions of Lisleigh, Abbeymahon, and in Carrigaline, which is in the Cork Union. Had 
the farms in Carrigaline let during the war at 3/. ; afterwards reduced it to two guineas, 
which is the range of the rents now. It has great advantages, being within five miles of the 
market of Cork, and very good limestone-ground. They pay the two guineas well ; had 
them bound by lease to 3/., but thought it better to reduce it. 

In Lisleigh the holdings range about 20 acres on an average. There is some good ground 
and some inferior. . The good ground is valued in the valuation at about 1/. 3s. an acre, the 
other at about 1/. or 1/. Is., and some at about 18s. ; some is worse than that ; being only 7s. 
or 8s. Townland Ballylangy ; — he (Mr. Sealy) is owner of that in fee ; it is near the sea, 
but it has not the advantage of sea strand. — [Page 35 of Rate-book of this Division.] 

In Abbeymahon he (Mr. Sealy) holds East and West Curraheveen from Lord .Shannon ; 
about 397 acres, or 400. The highest valuation is 1/., and the lowest is 7s. Gd. ; and the 
average about 15s. to 16s — [Abbeymahon, page 22 in Rate-book.] 

Paid no attention whatever to the circumstance that a voter was registered out of a tene- 
ment. 

Since the valuation some of the tenants in Lislivane have registered ; for instance, Daniel 
Holland, who holds 29 a. 0k. 12i>. valued at 25/. 9s. 2d. ; his rent is 17s. Gd. an acre; the 
valuation is about that ; he has registered since the valuation. Daniel M‘ Carthy, senior and 
junior, are both registered since the valuation. Daniel M‘ Carthy, senior, has 16 a. 1r. 4p. ; 
his valuation is 20/. 14s. 3d. ; his rent to landlord 1/. 3s. per acre ; his rent is therefore 18/. 
5s. 9d . ; that is a late letting ; he has registered since the valuation. Knows that if Daniel 
M‘ Carthy were to divide his tenement and sub-let it, he would be able to make 28/. 5s. 9 d. 
out of it ; has no doubt of it ; it is a populous neighbourhood, and there is great competition 
for land there. He (Mr. Sealy) would not give such a rent for it.

FERMOY UNION. 



REPORT. 

The Union of Fermoy contains twenty-two Electoral Divisions. Its extent in statute 
acres is 195,000, and it contains a population of 85,000, according to the returns of 1831. 

The Board of Guardians, on the I2tli of June, 1839, passed a resolution that the county 
valuation should be adopted for; the purpose of the Poor rate ; and that with reference to 
property “ not included in the county valuation,” a new one should be prepared. 

That resolution was afterwards rescinded on the 22nd July, 1839, by a vote of the Board, 
which appears to have been carried On a division of fourteen to nine. A new valuation of the 
whole Union, by three paid Valuators, was then resolved on. — [Minute-Book, App. A, p. 83.] 
The Valuators appointed were Mr. John Dennehy, Mr. Denis O’Brien, and Mr. O’Neill. 
They are not professional men. The first two were stated by the Clerk of the Union to 
he rather extensive farmers. Mr. O’Neill is not himself a farmer, but is acquainted with 
the value of land, his father being a farmer. The remuneration agreed on with the Valua- 
tors was at the rate of 21. 10s. per thousand statute acres. The whole sum was stated to 
amount to about 500/. 

The Valuators of this Union were under the impression at the time they commenced the 
valuation, that it would be necessary to insert in the book the amount of rent paid by each 
occupier. They afterwards found that they were not expected to ascertain the rents, and 
they accordingly discontinued making any particular inquiries on that point. The rents 
which were thus ascertained during the early part of the valuation, as entered in the field- 
books of the Valuators, afforded an opportunity of observing the relation of the valuation to 
the rent in this Union, which did not in general exist elsewhere. A list of persons whose 
rents had been so ascertained, with the valuations of their respective holdings, will he found 
in Appendix C, p. 86. 

The mode of valuation was thus described by Mr. O’Brien, one of the Valuators. They 
went to each farm, — they took what they considered a fair rent. They put down so much 
land on the farm at 5s. an acre, so much at 1 0s. an acre, and so on ; then added the whole 
up, and then inserted the total in the book. — [Mr. O’Brien, Appendix B, p. 83.] 

They did not take the rack rent; took a fair rent [Ibid. p. 83.] 

The Valuator being requested to explain precisely what he understood by the phrase, a 
“rack rent,” defined it to be “a rent which a manmay pay by living miserably.” — \_lbid. p. 84.] 
Mr. O’Brien “ thinks that the rents in the Union are generally paid. There may be a 
few instances to the contrary, but generally they are paid. The people live most miserably, 
and by living miserably they continue to pay the rent,”— [Ibid. p. 84.] 

They did not take what the landlord might make by letting it to persons who might pay a 
rack rent, by living miserably. They took a fair rent, and took into consideration, in esti- 
mating what was a fair rent, what the landlord, in point of duty, ought to take. — [//>. p. 84.] 
The result of the application of this principle of valuation has been, that the net annual 
value inserted in the rate-book, is much under the letting value of the tenements in the Union. 

The Valuator was himself of opinion that the valuation was generally under the rent 

There are many properties which are let too high, and where the rents are paid, but which 

are very much over the valuation [Mr. O'Brien, Appendix B, p. 84.] 

The people are so satisfied and contented to live on dry potatoes, that they pay double 
the value sometimes [Ibid. p. 84.] 

Being requested to refer to his field-books, and to read some of the rents and valuations 
of the tenants of different proprietors, it appeared that the tenants of the Duke of Devon- 
shire, Lord Mountcashel, Lord Kingston, Mr. Nagle, and others, were generally valued 
at sums under the rent to which they arc subject, the rents being frequently one-third 

abo ve the valuation; and, in some cases the difference being still greater [See Mr. O’Brien’s 

Evidence, App. B, p. 85.] Being asked whether he believed that those tenants actually paid 
their rents, he replied, “ They pay their rent whatever way they make it.” — [Ibid. p. 85.] 
He also stated, that he thought the persons whose rents and rating had been thus read 
from the field books, were generally fair specimens of the estates of those proprietors. — 
One. of those holdings, he thought, was peculiarly circumstanced, but the rest were fair 
specimens — [Appendix B, p. 85.] 

The instances thus read were taken without any selection except by passing from the 
estate of one proprietor to that of another, and by avoiding the smaller holdings. The 
discrepancy between the rents and rating of the latter was still greater. In many cases 
the rents are double the valuation — [See Appendix B, p. 84.] 

V ith respect to the houses in the Town of Fermoy, and other towns, the Valuators 
proceeded in the same way as with the farms, that is, they considered that the tenants 
ought to be allowed to live. — [Mr. O’Brien, Appendix B, p. 84.] 

A house being pointed out in one of the best streets in Fermoy, he stated that it had 
been valued at 34/. He did not know the rent paid, but supposed it Would fetch 40/. or 
perhaps more — [Appendix B, p. 84.] 

On a comparison ot the Rent and Valuation of £10 Electors, it appears that the valua- 
tion bears to the rent a proportion of about 100 to 120 ; and that of Tenements whose rent 
exceeds £5, the valuation bears to the rent nearly the same proportion (100 to 120,) but of 
Tenements whose rent is £5 and under, the valuation is to the rent as 100 to 190.

In some instances has made the valuation over the rent actually paid, as where a man had 
improved or reclaimed land since he took it. 

Thinks that the rents in the Union are generally paid ; there may be a few instances 
otherwise, but generally they are paid ; but the people live most miserably, and by living 
miserably, they continue to pay the rent. 

Where a man pays a rent by living miserably, does not adopt that as the standard ; that 
is a rack-rent ; took a fair rent. 

Means by a rack-rent, a rent which a man may pay by living miserably. 

The Division of Ahern is good, and there is also some poor land in it. In most instances 
went under the rent that was paid went perhaps a third and a fourth, aiid perhaps more, 
under the rent paid, and may be not so much in some. 

Aidnageehy is mountain ; a good deal of it belongs to Rev. Mr. Hudson. It is turf-bog 
and mountain chiefly. Does not know whether the valuation is under or above the rents. 
There is also some good land there. 

Compared the farms as they went along, and endeavoured to keep up a relative value. W ill 
not say they were right all through ; where there were 200,000 acres it was impossible. 

The County Books are generally correct, and in some parts assisted them, but not in 
others. So many changes of occupation have taken place ; some farms have been divided, 
and some consolidated, so that the County Books in some instances were not at all correct. 

Had the Tithe Composition for only two parishes. Both these documents aided as to acres. 

Thinks it is about fourteen years since the County Book was formed. Thinks the value 
in it approaches nearly to the “ net annual value.” In some instances the valuation is above 
the County Book, and in some under. 

All through the Valuators referred to the value entered in the County Book, and then 
went themselves. In some instances thought it very fair, and left it so. He (Mr, O’Brien) 
formerly held over 200 acres in the county Limerick ; has let it now ; generally farmed it. 

Took what they considered the landlord ought to receive out of it ; did not take what the 
landlord might make by letting it to persons toho might pay a rack rent by living miserably ; 
they took a fair rent. Took into consideration, in estimating what was a fair rent, what the 
Landlord in point of duty ought to take. 

From the way in which the people generally live here, they pay rents much higher than 
they (the Valuators) considered the value. 

In some instances the people pay one-third more than the value; and in some instances 
they pay double the value. 

There is a property five or six miles from this, thinks it is Mr. * * * * ; reduced his 
property a great deal more than half (i. e. in making the valuation). The people said it was 
no matter what kind of land ; he lets it all at 1/. an acre ; som.e of it is not worth 5s. 

There are many properties which are let too high, and where the rents are paid, but are 
very much over valuation. 

Thinks that a large farm would not let entirely as high as a small farm. 

Mr. O’Neill’s father holds under the Duke of Devonshire ; thinks as well as he recollects 
the valuation is something over his rent. On the Duke of Devonshire’s property the 
■^tenants would as soon hold without a lease as with ; believes that he has held under the same 
rent for a great many years ; there may have been a change made, but is not aware of it. 

The people are so satisfied and contented to live on dry potatoes that they pay double the 
value sometimes. 

! The soil about Fermoy and Clondillane is generally good ; some is as good as any in the 
Union (refers to his book) ; the valuation here is generally under the rent. 

Valued some of the town fields of Fermoy as high as 40s. an acre ; that very land which 
they valued at 40s. may be let at 31., and may be 31. 10s. 

The Valuators often valued land at 40s., near Fermoy, which they would not have valued 
at more than 30s. far away ; but the people go beyond that again for their convenience, and 
perhaps give 37., and those people are able to pay the rent and do. 

In the town of Fermoy, did not ascertain the rents; could not do it; perhaps might with 
a great deal of additional trouble. In some instances asked the rents; asked several that 
refused to tell. Points out a house ; valued that house at 347. ; does not doubt if it was let 
at the highest it would bring more than that ; proceeded in the same way with the houses 
in the town as with the farms ; considered that the tenant ought to be allowed to live ; 
perhaps that house would fetch 407., and may be over it ; went to the doors of the houses 
and examined the outside and the rere, but did not enter or measure the houses. 

Endeavoured to preserve a fair relative value ; thinks the great thing is to preserve the 
relative value ; that was what they were anxious to do from the commencement. 

Was frequently told the rents ; met with a great many in this division which were higher 
than the valuation ; a great many more over than under. That observation applies both to 
the town and the rural districts. 

In Rathcormack and Gurthroe the land is pretty fairish ; some very excellent, and there 
are some mountains ; more frequently found the rents over their valuation than under ; 
thinks that it is in the mountain districts that the valuation is above the rents ; there have 
been greater improvements there, and a great deal of land has been reclaimed, owing to that 
the valuation is often something over the rent. In the better description of lands the valua- 
tion is under the rents ; in the greater part it is so ; judges so from what the people told as 
to their rents ; thinks the people would be disposed to state their rents lower than they were, 
rather than higher.

Reads : — William 
Ahearn holds 46| acres, pays 23/. 18s., valued at 23/. 4s. ; is quite clear that the greater 
number are valued under the rent. 

In the first part of the Union which was valued, the greater part of the rents are taken 
down in the field-book, but not so much in the latter part ; got more information as to the 
rents from the landlords at first ; besides thought at first it was necessary to take down the 
rents ; afterwards found it was not. 

Reads: — Mitchelstown — John Kelly pays 17/., holds 23 acres, valued him at 13/. ; Lord 
Kingston is the landlord; the people are comfortable and well off on * ord Kingston’s 
estate; is sure that John Kelly is a man who pays his rent; they are satisfied if they have 
potatoes. Reads: — Timothy Kylie — same landlord — holds 1 5 acres ; pays 10/. 16s. ; valued 
at ■91 16s.; Michael Condon, 18 acres; rent 14/.; valuation 11/. 18s.; John Condon— 

15£ acres ; rent 1 1/. ; valuation 8/. I Is. ; these are the only four rents he has taken down in 
that Townland ; thinks they may be fair specimens of the Townland. 

In the electoral division of Castlelyons the holdings are from 40 acres down to 1 acre. 

Reads: — Electoral division of Ahern — Spotteswood Bowles, holds 130 acres, rent 
285/. 7s. 8 cl., valuation 131/. 1 Is. 6d . ; he pays also county cess ; holds under representatives 
of Robert Corban ; knows he is a very respectable gentleman ; has his carriage ; the farm 
bounds his demesne. Reads: — George Bowles holds 86 acres, pays 99/. a year, valuation 
82/. Reads : — John Ryan holds 84 acres under Mr. Bowles, pays 104/. rent, valuation 75/. 8s. 

Reads: — Ballynoe — Bartholomew Curtin holds 16 acres from the Duke of Devonshire, 
pays 13/. rent, valuation 10/. 7s.; those tenants are comfortable. Reads: — Pierce Cotton 
holds 146 acres under the Duke of Devonshire, pays 73/. rent, valuation 60/. 6s. ; this man 
pays his rent, and is reclaiming his land fast. Reads : — Mary Cotter holds 95 acres under 
the Duke of Devonshire, pays 48/. rent, valuation 45/. 4s.; Pat. Barry holds 55 acres 
under same landlord, pays 20/. rent, valuation 14/. 14s. 

Reads: — Rathdrum — Mary Connell holds 54 acres under same landlord, pays 31/. 10s. 
rent, valuation 24/. 13s. ; Denis Connell holds 64 acres under same landlord, pays 30/. rent, 
valuation 29/. 4s, ; Andrew Connell holds 55 acres under same landlord, pays 28/., valuation 
21/. 8s, ; Denis Daly holds 33 acres under Thomas Boyce, pays 95/. rent, valuation 54/. 2s., 
pays taxes also ; John Keeffe holds 87 acres under Thomas Boyce, pays 95/. rent, valuation 
54/. 2s.; Boyce holds under the Duke of Devonshire. Reads: — Pat. M‘ Car thy holds 15 
acres under Boyce, pays 168/., valuation 88/. 10s. ; there are 9 farmers in all under Boyce, 
some of whom have sublet again ; thinks Boyce is a man will require to have his rent paid.

Thinks the tenants of the 
Duke of Devonshire, whose rents and rating he has read, are fair specimens of the Duke’s 
estate; they pay the rent, whatever way they make it; many of them have their sons 
working as day labourers ; says the same as to Lord Kingston’s tenants ; those he has read 
he thinks to be fair specimens. 

Kilcummer division, Townland Kilcummer— William Frazer holds 54£ acres under 
Garrett Nangle, Esq., pays 69/. rent, valuation 46/. 4s..; William Roche holds 34 acres 
under same landlord, pays 40/. rent, valuation 32/. 10s. 

Mr. Francis Johnston, Clerk of Union , — in answer to Queries, states — 

The amount of remuneration to the Valuators was 2/. 1 0s. for every thousand acres, the 
whole will come to about 500/. for the three Valuators. The Valuators had the applot- 
ments to county cess and the tithe composition, but no private surveys. They valued 
together. The valuation is very generally under the rent. 

Mr. Barry has objected to the valuation for being too low. It will be heard along with 
the other objections before the Board of Guardians on Monday. The valuation lay lor in- 
spection for 3 1 days from 9th November last. _ . 

Mr. Johnston furnished a copy of the names of persons in the Valuators’ field-books, 
whose rents were entered by Valuators. For those whose rents are £5 and under, see 
Appendix C, p. 86 ; for those above £5, see Appendix D, p. 102.

CLONMEL UNION. 



REPORT. 

The Clonmel Union extends over 138f square miles, comprises 88,783 statute acres, 
and contains a population of 37,094, according to the census of 1831. The union was de- 
clared on the 18th of March, 1839, and at a meeting of the Gifardians held on the 1st May, 
18o9, a committee of five Guardians was appointed to inquire and report whether any 
surveys and valuations existed which would be found available for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the net value of the tenements within the Union.— (Extracts from Minute Book 
Appendix A, p. 140.) At the next meeting of the Board, held on the 10th May, a Report 
was presented from the Committee, that, they had procured from the Commissioners 
for lighting and paving the town, a copy of the rate-book,, which, with a little revision, 
the Committee thought might be made available, and that a survey and valuation had 
been lately made under an Act of Parliament for equalizing the County cess, in the County 
of Waterford, which might be also^made available; and at a meeting of the Board held on the 
2/ th June, 1839, Messrs. John Egan and Pierce Keating were appointed to value the rural 
districts of the Union, and on the same day, a committee of nine Guardians was appointed 
as valuation Committee, three of whom were selected from the town of Clonmel, three from 
the rural districts of the County of Waterford and three from the rural districts of the County 
of Tipperary, and they were empowered to inspect the valuation once a-fortnight, and re- 
quested to give their best instructions and directions to the Valuators, and to report to the 
Board from time to time as the valuation of each electoral division should be completed 
(Extracts from Minute Book, Appendix A, p. 140.) The Valuators who had been thus 
selected, appear not to have had any previons experience in valuing land, but one of them 
(Mr. Iveatinge) had been, and the other, (Mr. Egan), continued to be, an extensive farmer, 
but he did not hold land within the Union.— (Evidence of Valuators, Appendix B, p. 140.) ’ 
They were not furnished with any documents by the Board, in order to guide them in their 
valuation ; a circular had been forwarded to the different-landed proprietors within the electoral 
division of Rathgormack (which was the first valued) by the Valuation Committee, requesting 
their co-operation, but from only five were answers received.— (Evidence of Valuators, Ap°- 
pendix B, p. 143.) From the occupiers, however, the valuators stated that they received 
every information, and from their Returns, supported by inquiries (where there was any doubt 
of their accuracy,) they ascertained the acres. They proceeded together in their valuation, 
visiting each tenement, inquiring in all cases the rent paid by the occupier, and by that ascer- 
taining the proportion of the poor-rate which would fall on the landlord. They were not 
however, influenced in their estimate of the value by the rent which in most cases, except where 
there were old leases, exceeded the amount at which they had valued the tenement. (Evi- 
dence of Valuators, Appendix, B, p. 143.) v 

The standard of value adopted by them, is nearly the same as that adopted by the other 
valuators whom I had previously examined. They formed in their own minds a scale of 
living, and valued the land at what a solvent tenant could afford to pay for the land, after 
having, out of the produce of it, maintained himself and family according to the scale they laid 
down. That scale was merely a sufficiency of bread and milk every day for himself and his 
family, and meat two or three times a-week, and comfortable clothing for himself and family. 
(Evidence of Valuators, Appendix B, p. 143.) No calculation of the produce was made by 
them, nor any allowance lor capital to be invested, or any return for it considered; nordidthev 
judge of the quality of the soil otherwise than by inspection in walking over the farm 

fhe only large town in the Union is Clonmel, and the influence of that town in raisins the value 
of land they described as extending over a circle of three miles around the town ; within that 
circle, however, they adopted no other principle of valuation than the one described, though of 
course the amount of the rent which a tenant could pay for land would be greater in propor- 
tion to the proximity of the land to market and manure, and their value accordingly was 
higher on that account : in valuing town fields, or residences in the immediate neighbourhood 
of the town, they considered what such tenements were worth to those who would want them 
for those purposes, and as their district was bounded by the parliamentary limits of the 
Borough, which come close to the town, a good deal of property of this description must have 
been valued by them.— (Evidence of Valuators, Appendix B, p. 143.) 

The County cess, which in Tipperary is levied by the acre, and amounts on the average to 
between 3*. 6d. and 4s. per acre, and in Waterford is something lower, and is levied according 
to the valuation of the County, they deducted from the gross value, and the tithe rent-charge 
they suppose to be borne by the landlord, and to form a part of the rent.— (Evidence of 
V aluators. Appendix, B. p. 143.) v 

A specimen of this valuation was submitted to the Valuation Committee on the 17th Sep- 
tember, 1839; and the valuators attended on that occasion, and explained to the Committee 
the principles upon which their valuation proceeded, which were approved of by the Committee ; 
and upon the 2Jth October, 1839, the valuation of the electoral division of Rathgormack 
was submitted to them, when it received their sanction, and they reported accordingly to the 
Board The other portions of the valuation were also submitted to the Committee, as they 
proceeded, and were approved of by them.— (Evidence of Valuators, Appendix B. p. 143.) 
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It appears by the Minute Book of the Guardians, that they procured a copy of the valua- Clonmel 

tion of those portions of the Union which are in the county of Waterford, (which had been ‘ 

effected under a local Act for valuing that county,) and that they compared the valuation of Comparison with 
Messrs. Egan and Keatinge with it; but the result of such comparison does not. appear nor ™ lua,io " of the 
was I able to procure the copy, in order to compare the two valuations myself.— (Extracts from ° ounly ” a,erford - 
Minute Book, Appendix A, p. 141.) 

The time for finally completing the valuation of the rural districts of the Union was, by a Time forcompleting 
resolution of the Board, held on the 8th of June, 1840, extended to the 6th July in that year, valuation extended, 
at which time the Valuators were directed to be prepared to submit their valuation to the 
Board, and upon the 31st August, 1840, the valuation was submitted to the Board, and « the Valuation annroved 
Guardians present having examined the same, are of opinion that it is in a condition for the of by the Board, 
inspection of the rate-payers.” (Extract from Minute Book, Appendix A, p. 141.) 

At a subsequent meeting, however, held on the 28th September, 1840, a committee was 
appointed to superintend the correction and comparison of the Valuators’ Field-books, and that 
they should personally inspect such corrections and alterations to be made in their presence by 
the Valuators and their clerks.— (Extracts from Minute Book, Appendix A, p. 141.) 

It does not appear that any proceedings were taken by this committee, and on the 6th Books returned to 
Uctobei, lo4U, tbe Board resolved that the valuation books having been incorrectly copied, the valuators to be 
the same should be returned to the Valuators for the purpose of being corrected and compared corrected, 
and that they should submit the valuation on the 2d November, 1840.— (Extracts from 
Minute Book, Appendix A, p. 141.) 

On that day, accordingly, the valuation was submitted, and some of the guardians bein°- of 
opinion that the net annual value was greater than it should be in consequence of the Valuators 
not having deducted from the gross annual value the landlord’s proportion of the poor-rate, 
as they had done the tenants’ proportion, a resolution was proposed that the valuation should 
be amended in that respect. The Valuators, however, having stated that they began by fixing 
the net annual value, and then ascertained the gross by adding to it the sums in all the other 
columns in the rate-book, except the landlord’s proportion of the poor-rate, the resolution was 
negatived, and an amendment carried that the valuation should be open for inspection for 21 
days pursuant to the statute.— (Extracts from Minute Book, Appendix A, p. 142.) 

As it appeared, however, that the gross annual value was less than it ought to be by the 
amount of the landlord’s proportion of the poor-rate, after the valuation had been submitted to the 
inspection of the rate-payers, the clerk was directed, by a resolution of the Board of the 30th 
November, to add the amount of the landlord’s rates to that of the gross annual value, and Amount of Land- 
put down the amount in a new column when complete ; and at the same meeting an adver- lord’s Rates added 
tisement was ordered to be inserted in the newspapers, announcing that the guardians would to the S'oss value, 
meet on the 8th December for the purpose of taking into consideration the objections made 
to the valuation during its inspection.— (Extracts from Minute-book, Appendix A, p. 142.) 

Very few objections, however, had been made, not more than about 100 altogether; the Consideration of 
consideration of them was gone into on the 8th December, and also at an adjourned meeting objections, 
held on the 10th of that month, and some alterations were made after conferring with the 
Valuators. — (Extracts from Minute Book, Appendix A, p. 142.) 

It appears from what has already been stated, that in this, as in every other case that we 
examined, the valuators substituted a standard of their own for that given in the Act, that they 
in fact, construed the words " might reasonably be expected to let,” as if they were “ might be 
expected to let reasonably,” taking into their consideration what rent would be obtained for the 
land under certain supposed circumstances, and not that which it would yield in the actually 
existing state of things. 

Such their estimate, they state to be lower than the rent “ there are very few instances of 
recent lettings in which their value is not lower than the rent.” — (Evidence of Valuators, 

Appendix B, p. 143.) And such statement is supported by the entries of landlords’ and 
tenants’ rates in the books ; these amounts being regulated by the proportion which the value 
bears to the rent, I added up the amounts in six rural divisions, which will be found in the 
Appendix, and it appeared that in five out of the six, the amount of the landlords’ rates is 
greater than that of the tenants.* — (Landlord’s and Tenant’s Rates, Appendix D. p. 144.) 

The town of Clonmel, as included within the parliamentary limits of the Borough, was Valuation of the 
valued by separate valuators, and as they were absent, I had no opportunity of examining Town of Cionmel.’ 
them. They were residents of the town, and an impression seems certainly to have existed 
that their valuation of the town was on a higher scale than that of the rural districts ; and on 
the 8th of June, 1840, a resolution was adopted by the Board, that the Valuators should 
confer together, and with a committee of Guardians co-operating, so as an equal valuation 
should be made of the town and county districts. — (Extracts from Minute-book, Appendix A, 
p. 141.) 

No steps appear to have been taken in pursuance of this resolution, nor is it easy to see how 
uniformity could be secured between the valuations of property in a large town, and land in 
rural districts, effected by different persons, where either departs from the standard of the 
letting value prescribed by the Act. 

Four of the guardians, one of whom, Mr. Bagwell, is the proprietor of the greater part of 
the town of Clonmel, and Chairman of the Board, protested against the entire valuation as Protest against the 
contrary to the Act, inasmuch as the Valuators of the rural districts had gone below the letting entire valuation, 
value of the tenements, and the Valuators of the town had adhered to it, and consequently a 



i mind that in tenements valued under 5 1. the entire of the rate falls on 
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Clonmel. larger share of the burthen would fall on the town. A copy of the protest will be found in the 
Appendix A, among the extracts from the Minute Book. — (See p. 142.) 

The number of existing leases I could not form even an approximation to, but the evidence 
shows that the same disinclination to grant leases exists amongst the proprietors of land in 
this district that I found to prevail elsewhere. — (Evidence of Valuators, Appendix B, p. MS. - )

At a Meeting of the Guardians held on the 1st May, 1839:-— 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed to inquire into, and report whether any, 
and what, surveys and valuations appear to be available and sufficient for the purpose of ratine 
the several hereditaments and premises within the Union, and ascertaining the net annual 
value thereof: that Mr. Edmond Mulcahy, Mr. Henry Pedder, Mr. Charles Bianconi, and 
Mr. Patrick Wall, with the vice chairman (John Lacy), be appointed the committee. 

At a meeting of the Board, held the 10th of May, 1839, present Mr. O’Do'noo-hue, 
Assistant Poor Law Commissioner, Mr. Bianconi, on the part of the Committee, reported’ 
that he had procured from the Commissioners for Lighting and Paving the town, a copy of 
the rate-book, which, with a little revision, the committee conceived might be made available 
and save a vast deal of expense. 

Mr. Pedder reported that a survey and valuation had been lately made, under an Act of 
Parliament made for equalizing the County tax in the county of Waterford, which mio-ht be 
also made available, and the committee further reported that the several electoral divisions 
were also valued under the Tithe Composition Act, and that the several schedules and valua- 
tions might be made available : — 

Resolved,— That a report be made to the Poor Law Commissioners, that the fore <min°- surveys 
and valuations exist in the Union, and may be made available, with due revision and cor- 
rection. 

At an adjourned meeting of the Board, held on the 6th June, 1839, Mr. O’Donoghue 
Assistant. Commissioner, present : — ° ’ 

Resolved, — That an advertisement be inserted in the Tipperary newspapers, to the following 
effect : that proposals will be received by the guardians from competent persons for valuing 
the property of this Union, exclusive of the town of Clonmel ; proposals will also be received 
from competent persons for the valuation of the town of Clonmel. 

Resolved,— That the clerk be instructed to write to the Poor Law Commissioners for copies 
of No. 1, Circular, on valuation and rating. 1 

At a meeting of the Board held on the 27th June, 1839, Mr. O’Donoghue, Assistant Com- 
misssioner, present: — 

Resolved, — That J ohn Egan, of Lisara be appointed a valuator for the rural districts of this 
Union, and that Pierce Keatinge of Clonmel be appointed as valuator, to accompany Mr E<mn 
invaking the rural districts of this Union. That the valuation shall be completed on the 2oth 
March, 1840. 

Resolved,— That a permanent committee of nine Guardians be now appointed, and deno- 
minated the Valuation Committee. That three guardians be selected from the town of 
Clonmel, three from the rural districts of the county of Waterford, and three from the rural 
districts of the county of Tipperary. That the following persons, namely Messrs. John Lacy, 
Henry Pedder, William Smith, John Dumphy, Stephen Moore, John Power, Joseph Slattery, 
Edmond Mulcahy, and John Norris, be appointed the committee. 

That they be empowered, and are hereby requested to inspect the valuation or rate-books, 

, 01 the valuators “ once a-fortnight” and to give such instructions and directions to the 
valuators, as to them may appear advisable, and also that they do report to the guardians 
rom time to time, at their meetings, as the valuation of each electoral division shall have 

been completed. At an adjourned meeting, held on the 15th October, 1839, 

Resolved,— That the Report of the Valuation Committee be received and’ entered on the 
Minute Book ; it is to the following effect: — 

“At a meeting of the Valuation Committee, held on the 17th September, 1839;— present 
“Messrs. John Lacey, Henry Pedder, Joseph Slattery, William Smith, John Norris, and 
‘ I* 1 ower,— Messrs. J ohn Egan and Pierce Keatinge, the Valuators for the rural portions of 
“ the U mon, having attended and submitted specimens of the valuation made by them, after a 
“ minute examination instituted by your committee, the principles upon wnich the Valuators 
“ have commenced their operations appear to your committee to be satisfactorily laid down. 

“ At a subsequent meeting of your committee, held on the 29th October, 1839, present, John 
“Lacy m the chair, Messrs. Henry Pedder, Joseph Slattery, John Power, and John Norris, 
Valuators, attended and submitted a copy of the valuation of the electoral division of 
“ Kathgormack, your committee beg to report that, after examining the valuation of said 
“electoral division, they found the same complete. 

C- 1 hat your committee deemed it expedient to procure information from the landed pro- 
prietors or their agents, of the names of the tenants, the number of tenants on the 
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“ different townlands in the several electoral divisions in the Union, to facilitate the valuation, 
“ and for that purpose your committee directed circular letters to be forwarded to the Marquis 
“ of Waterford, John Power, M.P., Moore Disney, and John Congreve, Esqs. ; also to Walter 
« Henry Mansfield and John Hearne, Esqs., who are respectively interested in the electoral 
“ division of Rathgormack, likewise to the agents of the Marquis of Ormond, Lord Clonmel, 
“Lord Lismore, Earl Glengall, and John Power, Esq., M.P., also to William Perry, Esq, 
“ who are interested in the electoral divisions of Kilsheelan, Killaloan, and Templeetney, re- 
questing their co-operation; and that your committee only received answers to said circulars 
“ from the agents of the Marquis of Ormond, William Perry, Moore Disney, and from Lord 
“ Glengall and Miss Osborne’s agents.” 

“Your committee also report that a considerable portion of the electoral divisions of Kil- 
“sheelan, Killaloan, Templeetny, and Kilronan are in a progressive state.” 

Resolved, That the clerk be directed to write to Mr. Mortimer, the secretary to the Valua- 
tion Commissioners for the county of Waterford, requesting him to furnish the Board with 
returns of that portion of the Union in the county of Waterford comprised in the electoral 
divisions of Kilronan, St. Mary’s, Killaloan, and Rathgormack ; also to supply the clerk 
with the form. 

At a meeting of the Board, held on the 27th November, 1839, Mr. O’Donoghue, Assistant 
Commissioner present, the minutes of the preceding day’s meeting having been read, also the 
correspondence of the Board, together with the letters received since last day’s meeting, and 
there being laid before the Board copies of the valuation made under the Tithe Composition 
Act of that portion of the Union situate in the county of Waterford, several members of 
the Valuation Committee met this day and compared the returns made by Mr. Mor- 
timer, the secretary under the Valuation Commissioners, of that portion of the Union in 
the county of Waterford, with the copy of the valuation made by Messrs. Keatinge and 
Egan of the electoral division of Rathgormack ; likewise a copy of that portion of the 
electoral division of Kilsheelan, in the county of Waterford ; also a specimen of the valuation 
made by the town valuators. The committee submitted these documents to the Board for 
their consideration. An important discussion arose on the principle of rating, when it was 
agreed on, that all the columns in the schedule should be filled up by the valuator, where it 
was practicable so to do. 

At a meeting of the Board, held on the 14th January, 1840 : — 

Resolved, That the boundaries, as between the town and rural valuation of the Union shall 
be determined according to the Parliamentary boundary under the Reform Act. 

At a meeting of the Board, held on the 7th April, 1840 : — 

Resolved, That the time for completing the valuation of the rural portions of the Union 
be extended to the 1st June. 

At a meeting of the Board, held on the 5th May, 1840, Mr. O’Donoghue present : — 

Resolved, That the clerk be directed to furnish the Valuators of this Union with a copy, 
each, of the circular issued by the Poor Law Commissioners, dated the 25th March, 1840, on 
valuation and rating. 

At a meeting of the Board, held on the 8th June, 1840 : — 

Resolved, That the time for finally completing the valuation be extended to the 6th J uly, 
1840, and that the Valuators shall be prepared to submit their valuation to the Board on 
that day. 

Resolved, That the Valuators of the Union should confer together, so as an equal valuation 
should be made between the town and country districts, and with a Committee of Guardians co- 
operating, namely, William Smith, Henry Pedder, Thomas Prendergast, John Keeffe, Stephen 
Moore, and Pat. Walshe; that the revised circulars on valuation and rating be submitted to 
the committee in the first instance, and that they be requested to meet on th 15th June, 1840. 

At a meeting of the Board, held on the 6th July, 1840 : — 

Resolved, That the Poor Law Commissioners he apprised that the valuation of this Union 
has been completed and submitted to the Board this day, in compliance with the Act of 
Parliament. The Poor Law Commissioners are requested to appoint a day, when the term 
of 21 days, for the rate-payers to inspect the valuation shall commence ; the 10th of August 
appearing to the Board to be a convenient day. 

At a meeting of the Board, held on the 31st August, 1840 : — 

The valuators submitted their valuation of the Union to the Board. The Guardians present 
having examined same, are of opinion that it is in a condition lor the inspection of the rate- 
payers. 

At a meeting of the Board, held on the 28th September, 1840 : — • 

Resolved, That the valuation of this Union having been incorrectly copied, a committee be 
appointed to superintend the correction and comparison of the Valuators’ field-books and the 
entries made therefrom ; and that the committee do personally inspect such corrections and 
alterations to be be made in their presence by the valuators and the clerks.

Evidence of Valuators. 

Pierce Keating and John Egan 

Were appointed in June, 1839, to value the rateable property in the rural districts of 
the Union. 

Have never been engaged in the valuation of land before. 

Mr. Keating held lands heretofore, but they are now let. 

Mr. Egan holds lands still, not in this Union. 

Were not furnished with any documents by the Board. 

The Board resolved, that the valuation of the county of Waterford, under a private Act, 
should be furnished to us as a guide ; but they afterwards resolved on not giving it to 11 s, but 
they themselves compared the portions then done with it. 

Were never furnished with the applotments under the Tithe Composition Act. 

The county cess in Tipperary is levied by the acre, without any reference to value. 

In Waterford it used to be by the acre, but now there is an alteration, and it is under a 
new system. 

They applied for rentals, but got very few ; got them from about a half a dozen or more. 
The occupiers were very free in giving information. 

In general, they ascertained the acres by the returns of the occupiers, and inquired in every 
case where they had any doubt of its accuracy. J 

Inquired who was the owner of the tenement, and put him down as such. 

Proceeded, together in the valuation ; visited each tenement themselves. 

Inquired, in all cases, the rent, paid, and ascertained the amount of the landlords’ rates 
by that information; but in a great many cases the rent agreed to be paid was not what was 
paid. 

Those are cases of recent letting within the last 16 years; they took what amount of rent 
the occupiers said they paid, and regulated the proportion of the rates accordingly. Were 
never influenced by the rent paid in estimating the value, which was in general lower than the 
rent ; where there were old leases, their value was over the rent ; but, with that exception, it 
was in general under the rent. There are very few recent lettings in which their value is not 
lower than the rent.

Judged of the value of the land by what it would be worth to a solvent tenant who would Their standard of 
pay all his engagements and live by the land. They supposed him to have good bread and value - 
milk every day for himself, and meat two or three times a-week, and comfortable clothing 
for himself and family, and to be able to pay priest and minister. The rent he could pa\° 
living in that way, and paying all charges on the land, they considered the value of the land. 

Did not calculate the amount of produce. Judged 0 !' the quality of the land merely by Eid not calculate 
walking over it, and being well acquainted with the country. Entered into no calculation of P ro< * uee - 
capital. 

Clonmel is the only town in the Union. The influence of the town is felt about three miles Land near Clonmel 
oft, and within that circle the value of the land, supposing the quality of the soil to be the same, how valued, 
varies according to the distance. In valuing the land within that circle, adopted the same 
standard as outside it, except in cases of town fields or residences within the immediate neigh- 
bourhood, and with respect to them considered what they were worth for those purposes. The 
limits of the borough are very close to the town. Supposed the county cess to be paid by the Net value bow 
tenant; allowed for it, by deducting the amount from the gross annual value. The tithe rent- ascertained, 
charge we supposed to be paid by the landlord. In some cases the landlord does not require it 
from the tenant. Did not take it much into account. The average county cess in Tipperary 
is about from 3f . 6 cl. to 4 s. per acre. In the county Waterford it is somewhat lower. The tithe 
rent-charge varies very much in different parishes. The “ tenants’ other expenses” was for 
keeping up the farm in its present state. The repairs of houses and insurance were put 
down in the column of that head. “ Landlords’ repairs and insurance” was left blank, because 
in very few instances were any repairs made by them. The county cess was put down under 
*■ h ea -d of tenants taxes and other public charges. There was no other tax included. 

The landlords taxes we left blank ; “ Tenants’ Rates” consisted of the proportion of the poor 
rate which the tenant would have to pay according to their value, calculated it at IOj. in the 
The landlord’s proportion of the rate was put down under head “ Landlords’ Rates.” 

That proportion was regulated by ascertaining the rent paid by the tenant : only took into Landlords’ and 
account the rent agreed to be paid. In making up the books, they did not at first add the tenants’ proportion 
amount of the landlords’ rates to the net annual value ; the gross annual value was less by °f poor-rate, 
hat amount than it ought to have been. That was corrected by an order of the Board, and 
the amount added. In a few instances, valued smaller farms, that is, of one or two acres. Small farms valued 
higher in proportion than larger; because, if there were a good house on them, they would ip the same propor- 
et higher. It was only in those cases: in all other cases, valued them in the same pro- Lon as the larger, 
portion as the larger.

In estimating the repairs of the house, it varied according to the appearance of the house ; 
the repairs of the farm were estimated by considering how many men there would be required, 
and for how many days during the year, to keep it in repair, and the price of the labour. 

Did not consider, in estimating the value, whether the tenant would give it up in a better or 
worse condition, supposed him to follow any mode of cultivation he pleased. Did not 
take into consideration any estimate of the. value that the tenant who registered a vote out of it 
might have put on the tenement. The competition for land is very great, both in large and 
small farms, and is equal in both. Any rent that is asked will be offered. Although a tenant 
might be content to live in a worse state than that they described, did not consider what 
such a man would pay as a fair test of the nature of the land. The tenants generally live in 
a worse way than that described, and consequently they pay high rents. Submitted the 
valuation of the division of Rathgormack to the Valuation Committee : they approved of it ; 
and every other portion of the valuation was submitted to them, and they were satisfied with 
the scale of value which had been adopted. When the valuation was entirely completed, it 
was submitted to the Board, and adopted by them. The only instructions received were the 
circulars of the Commissioners on Valuation and Rating. 

A committee was afterwards appointed to secure uniformity of valuation between the town 
and rural districts, but nothing was done. The two valuations were completely distinct. The 
two were submitted to the Board together, and adopted, together. There was a complaint 
made by some guardians that the town had been valued higher than the rural districts. They 
all, however, approved of the valuation of the rural districts. 

There were about 100 objections made in the whole Union; very few of these were 
allowed. No comparison was made of the valuation of the town and of the rural district.

The Union of Belfast comprises the whole of the town, and also the rural districts surround- 
ing it ; seven divisions of the Union lie within the county of Antrim, the remaining five in the 
county of Down. 

The Board of Guardians, on the 1st February, 1839, appointed a committee to report on 
existing surveys and valuations, with a view to ascertain whether any of them would be suffi- 
cient for the purposes of the Poor Law. 

That committee reported that a new valuation must be resorted to ; but that there were 
probably surveys in existence which, with the aid of the general reputation of the electoral 
districts respectively, might be made available and sufficient. — (Report of the Committee, 
17th February, 1839, Appendix A.) ' . 

On the 22nd April, 1839, the Board of Guardians appointed a committee ot eight of then- 
own body, “to prepare a valuation of the Union, agreeably to the instructional letter of the 
Commissioners. The committee to have full power to call in such professional assistance as 
they shall think necessary to enable them to avail themselves ot Mr. Griffith s county valua- 
tion, the police valuation, the valuation for tithe composition, and all other valuations which 
in the opinion of the committee may, with such professional assistance, be made available for 
the purpose.” — (Minute-book, 22nd April, 1839.) 

The committee so appointed held frequent meetings, and their proceedings are recorded in 
a separate minute-book, of which the clerk of the Union has the custody. It appears by that 
book that, on the 17th of May, 1839, the committee passed two resolutions : the first relating 
to the valuation of the town of Belfast, the other to that of the rural districts. Those resolu- 
tions are as follows : —

1st. That it is the opinion of this committee that the valuators by whom the last police 
valuation was made be employed to value the tenements in Belfast omitted from that valua- 
tion, and the tenements in Ballymacarrett and other suburbs ; and that a valuation for the 
purpose of the poor-rate may be made of the remaining tenements by making a reduction at 
some uniform rate upon the police valuation, the amount of the deduction to be determined 
bv the information to be given by those valuators of the principle on which they proceeded in 
forming that valuation. ..... 

2nd. That it is the opinion of the committee that a valuation of the county districts might 
be made by two respectable occupiers of land : one from that part of the Union within the 
county Down, and one from that in the county Antrim ; and that the services of such valuators 
may be obtained for a reasonable remuneration ; and that the employment of professional 
valuators may be dispensed with. 

The first of these resolutions appears to have been departed from in some degree. The 
plan of compiling a valuation from that of the police and that of Mr. Griffith, by making a 
reduction at a uniform rate from the former, appears to have been abandoned to a certain 
extent ; but the committee appointed Mr.' Francis Richey, who is by profession a builder and 
road-contractor, to make a valuation of the tenements in Belfast and its suburbs, which he 
accordingly did with the assistance of the police valuation and that of Mr. Griffith, in the 
manner which will be hereafter referred to, and which will be found, detailed in his evidence. 

The resolution respecting the rural districts appears to have been’strictly pursued; and the 
services of professional valuators being dispensed with under the terms of that resolution, Mr. 
John On- and Mr. Alexander Montgomery, two respectable farmers, were appointed to make 
a valuation of the rural districts of the Union. 

The mode in which they proceeded with the valuation may be generally thus described 
They accompanied each other, and traversed the rural districts of the Union; inquired the 
occupiers’ names, looked at the farms, and set an acreable value on the land. The number 
of acres in the possession of each occupant was then ascertained, and thus the value of the 
holding was computed. If the house upon the farm was above the usual 'class of farmers 
houses, they added something to the acreable rent on that account, and “ lumped the house 
and land together.” , 

They made no attempt to take a closer view of the quality of the land by digging into tne 
soil and sub-soil, as practised by Mr. Griffith’s valuators, although the valuators themse vea 
thought that, for the purpose of a valuation, “it was necessary to dig, if they had time; but 
they went so rapidly that they could not do so.” — (Evidence of Mr. Orr, one of the valua ois 
of the rural districts, Appendix B.) . 

The standard of value which they adopted was “ what they considered to be a fan ie 
between landlord and tenant.” — (John Orr, Appendix B.) In order to determine w a 
would be a fair rent, they did not make any computation founded on the amount or value 
the gross produce. — (Ibid, page 152.) rp. 

They did not adopt the rack-rent at which the tenement would let.' — (Ibid, page 107.) 
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rack-rent was defined by the valuator to be “ the rent which tenants pay who live like swine 
and make money for their landlords.” — (Evidence of John Orr, valuator, Appendix B.) 

Their opinion of what is a fair rent between landlord and tenant appears to have been 
formed from the rents of the townland where the farm of one of the valuators is situate. 
“ They knew what was paid under the new leases on that townland” — (ibid, page 152) ; “ and 
thinking that rent a fair one, they adopted it as the standard of value.” — (Ibid, page 152.) 

The “ good will” on that townland generally brings from 10/. to' 20/. an Irish acre. — 
(Ibid, page 152.) 

The result of this mode of valuation will be best understood by referring to the evidence o f 
the valuator, as to the relation which his valuation bears to the actual rent in the several 
divisions of the Union. 

In the divisions of Ballygomartin he says that, with regard to such of the tenements as are 
let from year to year, “ the valuation is from 5 to 10, or 25 per cent, under the rent.” The 
rack-rent in those divisions “ is sometimes 25 per cent, over the valuation.” — (Appendix, 
Evidence of John Orr, page 152.) 

In the divisions of Ballymurphy, Whitehouse, Carmony, Ballysillan, and Ballymacarrett, a 
similar remark applies : “ Where let at will, or upon new leases, the rent may be from 5 to 
25 per cent, above the valuation.” — (Ibid.) 

In the division of Dundonald the valuator says that, “ where let at will, or on new leases, the 
rent may be from 5 or 10 to 30 per cent, above the valuation. It is a dry, warm soil, in the 
neighbourhood of Belfast, and brings a high price for potatoes.” — (Appendix, Evidence of 
John Orr, page 152.) 

In the division of Castlereagh it. appears that the rent and the valuation are nearly equal. 
In this division, therefore, the valuators were of opinion that the rents were fair as between 
landlord and tenant. It is in this division that the farm of John Orr, the valuator, is situate. 
Lord Downshire is the landlord. — (Ibid.) 

In the division of Hollywood and Ballyhackamore the tenements, when let at will, or upon 
new leases, bring rents from 5 or 10 to 30 per cent, above the valuation. — (Ibid.) 

The division of Greencastle is, for the most part, occupied by gentlemen’s seats — (Ibid.) 
— and no comparison can be instituted between the rent and the valuation. 

The result is that of the eleven rural divisions of the Union there are nine in which the 
actual rent at which tenements let at will, or on new' leases, exceeds the valuation from 5 to 
30 per cent. ; but then this is not a “ fair rent between landlord and tenant,” but a rack-rent, 
that is, to use the definition of the valuator, the rents which tenants pay who live like swine, 
and “ make money for their landlords.” 

It can scarcely be doubted that those who let their land “ at from 5 or 10 to 30 per cent, 
above the new' valuation,” would, if they were consulted, each give their opinion that the rent 
paid by their particular tenants is a fair rent between landlord and tenant ; and it is not. going 
too far to say that the above evidence show's that in the Union of Belfast opinions as to what 
is a “ fair rent between landlord and tenant” range from the rate according to which the new 
valuation has been framed to 30 per cent, above it. The opinion of the valuators may be a very 
just one, but others entertain opinions so widely different that it is impossible to say that any 
exact criterion has been adopted in making the valuation. 

We now come to the valuation of the town of Belfast ; and which, as before observed, has 
been made by a different valuator. 

Mr. Francis Richey, who was employed for this purpose, appears to have acted in some 
manner in the spirit of the resolution of the committee before referred to, which originally con- 
templated not making a new valuation of the town, but proposed to compile one from that of 
Mr. Griffith’s and the police valuation combined. Mr. Richey states that he adopted Griffith’s 
valuation as the basis of his own for tenements above the value of 20/. ; and for the tenements 
under that value he derived more assistance from the police valuation. — (Appendix B, 
Evidence of Francis Richey.) 

The standard of value which he adopted was “ what he considered a fair rent between 
landlord and tenant for the house let by the year.” — (Appendix B, Evidence of Francis 
Richey.) 

“ He did not take the utmost which could be got from a solvent tenant, but what he con- 
sidered a fair rent.” — (Ibid.) 

He stated that he did not measure the houses. He thinks they should be measured in 
order to make a correct valuation ; and he thinks the valuator ought to be permitted to enter 
the houses at certain hours. He adds that he thinks it impossible to make a correct valuation 
of the houses in a tow'n like Belfast without measuring the houses and entering them. He 
thinks his own valuation is not correct. It would require two or three times going over it to 
make it correct, and measuring and entering the houses. — (Ibid.) 

This valuation is generally under the rent paid. — (Ibid.) Fie states that in High Street 
the valuation is sometimes 10 per cent, under the rent actually paid. He has no doubt that 
those rents, viz., the rents in High Street, are paid. — (Ibid.) 

There have been no steps taken by the Board of Guardians at Belfast, as in some other 
Unions, to revise the valuation, either of the rural districts or the town ; but it has been 
deposited in the Board-Room, open to the inspection of the rate-payers, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the Act, and no objections of any consequence have been made to it. 

The result of the whole enquiry at Belfast leads to the conclusion that the valuation of the 
rural districts is very much below the standard contemplated by the Poor Relief Act, and 
that the valuation of the town is also below that standard, but not to so great a degree. This

Report of Committee. 

The committee appointed by the Board of Guardians at the meeting held on the 1st Fe- 
bruary, 1839, for the purpose of inquiring whether any, and if so what, surveys or valuations 
exist, that might be made available and sufficient for the purpose of estimating the net annual 
value of the hereditaments liable to be rated under this Act, report as follows : — 

First, that there are not any surveys or valuations existing in any part of the Union that 
would be available and sufficient for the purpose. 

Second, that there are surveys and valuations in existence, in the whole of the- Union, which 
with due revision and correction, might be made, though not available and sufficient, of great 
service for the purposes aforesaid, though they would not, as regards value at first, serve as a 
basis for a new work. 

The surveys here alluded to are the Ordnance Survey, the surveys in the office of the Mar- 
quis of Donegal and other landed proprietors, and any made under the directions of the Tithe 
Commissioners, and the reputation of localities with respect to the contents and value of farms 
&c., might be found useful. 

The valuations are parochial applotments, valuations in Belfast and other towns for po- 
lice purposes, tithe views under the direction of the Commissioners, and the general valu- 
ation of Ireland conducted by Mr. Griffith; to which may be added the reputation of locali- 
ties, which can be best collected from persons in the habit of apploting county and parochial 
cesses ; but the committee are of opinion that the aid to be derived from these surveys and 
valuations will be found very deficient, compared with the data necessary to form a valuation 
for a rate under the Poor-Law. 

The Ordnance Survey, no doubt, will be very useful ; it shows the boundaries and contents 
in acres of townlands and other denominations of territory, and existing buildings ; but it does 
not show, in acres, the possession of each occupier. The consequence, with respect to the 
county-rate, is, that if any difference of opinion arises regarding the interval applotment upon 
the townland of the sum required, a surveyor must be resorted to ; and this is a necessity that 
would probably very often arise were a valuation to be made for a poor-rate on the Ordnance 
Survey alone. 

The general valuation of lands and tenements, made by Mr. Griffith under 6 & 7 Wm. IV. 
chap. 84, is not sufficient for the poor-rate, many descriptions of property being omitted in 
the former that are made liable for the latter, and even for property included in both. The 
mode prescribed by the two statutes for estimating rent., &c., may, and probably do, differ. 

The great object of Mr. Griffith’s valuation is to obtain the relative value of townlands, and 
other districts, with all other townlands and districts of a county, for the purposes of a county- 
rate ; it is a territorial valuation, but without reference to occupancy, each townland being 
thrown into arbitrary sections, and an average value laid upon each section ; which value is 
founded on an assumed average value of the produce of land, viz. :

County cess. Tlle county-cess is presented and applotted under the Grand Jury Act6 & 7 Wm. IV., chap. 

116, sect. 149, &c., the applotters being chosen in a very unsatisfactory manner; those ap- 
pointed for a townland, and directed to make it as nearly as possible an applotment on the 
occupiers ; but, when they come, for instance, to John Smith’s farm of 30 acres, they find it 
running into several sections; say 5 acres in No. 1, 7 acres in No. 2, and 18 acres in No. 3. 
These 18 acres may be an average value in the whole section (No. 3) of 15s. per acre, but the 
average value of the 18 acres by themselves may be very different ; the consequence is, that if 
they enter into the matter as minutely as they ought to do, they must make a new key for the 
applotment of the rate on the townland ; which key, however, must agree in its total amount 
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with the total sum of Griffith’s relative valuation for that townland ; and this often cannot he 
done without trouble and expense, including that of a land-surveyor ; for which expense there 
is no provision in the statute. 

In towns a difficulty of the same kind occurs, the buildings being in some cases valued in 
lots, without reference to occupancy. In the county each house is, of course, valued separately. 

In support of the opinion of the committee with respect to the omission of property under 
the one valuation, that is made liable for the other, a schedule of property made liable to 
taxation under each Act of Parliament is annexed, viz. : — 

For County Rates : — 

First, Lands and tenements. 

Second, Water-power ; to the extent in use, but not in machenery. 

Houses to be valued for two-thirds only of the rent they would let for. 

Houses not exceeding 51. rent exempt. 

There are certain other exemptions that perhaps do not agree with the exemptions under 
the Poor-Law. 

For Poor Rates : — 

First, Lands. 

Second, Buildings. 

Third, Mines (opened). 

Fourth, Commons. 

Fifth, Rights of Common. 

Sixth, Profits of all other kinds from lands. 

Seventh, Rights of Fishery. 

Eighth, Canals. 

Ninth, Navigation. 

Tenth, Rights of Way. 

Eleventh, Rights or easements over land. 

T welfth. Tolls levied in respect to such. 

Thirteenth, All other tolls. 



There are certain exemptions which perhaps do not agree with the exemptions in Griffith’s 
valuation ; at all events, houses not exceeding 51. rent are not exempt. 

Under all these circumstances the committee have come to a conclusion that a new valua- 
tion must be resorted to, but that there are probably surveys in existence which, with the aid 
of the general reputation of the electoral districts respectively, may be made, with occasional 
exception, available and sufficient. 

The Committee hoped they did not exceed the spirit of their instructions in suggesting that 
t.he valuation of the whole Union, with the exception possibly of the town of Belfast, should be 
made by the same persons, so that a uniform system might be pursued ; they would recom- 
mend that there should be three persons employed who should all be present when business 
was transacting, that one of these persons should be from the county of Antrim and one from 
the county of Down, and it would be desirable that the third, as well as being qualified in 
other respects, should be a land-surveyer, and if in addition, he coidd be one of Mr. Griffith's 
trained assistants, who had already been employed in the Union, it might be advantageous ; 
and a useful assistant might be obtained in each electoral division, from among the persons 
usually employed in applotting its county and parish cesses. 

Should a different set of valuators be employed for the town of Belfast, the same principles 
would apply. 

Finally, the committee at the risk of being thought officious, suggest for the consideration of 
the Board, whether it would be advisable to move the Commissioners of Poor-Law, to impress 
upon Government, the advantages that would probably arise to the public from having one 
uniform valuation for county and poor-rate, and possibly parish rate. It is understood there is 
to be an amendment of the grand jury act this session, and if the property for taxation under 
it were made to agree with that under the Poor-Law, and the county treasurer enabled to 
declare a poundage rate, instead of the clumsy machinery of applotment. at present existing, a 
simple and uniform mode of operation would be established which could not fail of being satis- 
factory to the public.

If questions were asked as to 
the value set on the land the clerk refused ; if the whole quantity ascertained by the Ordnance 
Survey could be made out with the assistance of these meetings the charges in quantity were 
made accordingly, if not the meeting appointed a committee of three or four inhabitants of the 
townlands to applot the deficiency. The meetings were attended by the clerk, but in general 
not by the valuators. By this mode of proceeding it is considered that the necessity of a survey 
The rule was that the quantity should be brought up within 1 percent, of the 
Ordnance Survey, and has been done so in all instances, and in some cases fully.]

EVIDENCE OF VALUATORS. 

James McKane, clerk of union, in answer to queries, states, — The union of Belfast 
extends into County Down and County Antrim. It was declared 21st December, 1838. 
There are 12 electoral divisions. 

11. The valuators were appointed about June, 1839. 

12. There were three valuators, one for the town, Mr. Francis Richey, road contractor and 
builder; two for the rural districts, Mr. John Orr, farmer, and Mr. Alexander Mont- 
gomery, farmer. 

14. The documents furnished to the valuators were landlords’ surveys, wherever they could 
be obtained ; county cess applotments, maps ordinance survey, Griffith’s valuation, 
police valuation. 

15. The two rural valuators valued together. 

16. None of the documents were used to ascertain value, but were sometimes referred to. 

30. The test adopted was what a solvent tenant could pay, he being subject to repairs and 
insurance, and all taxes. But in some cases, where the situation has raised the rent to 
an extravagant rate, the valuators did not go to the amount of that, rent, although the 
house, in fact, may bring it from a solvent tenant, but took what would be a fair rent in 
every case. In any good business situation in Belfast houses are set above what could 
be a fair rent. Mr. Rickey’s valuation is higher in good situations than any former 
valuations. 

About High-street, Bridge-street, and that neighbourhood, thinks the valuation is 
generally below the rent. 

In Donegal-street thinks the valuation is rather below the rent, but not much. 

Thinks that if the houses were let in the market to the highest bidder they would 
generally bring more than the valuation. 

36. The valuator did not look to the rent. 

41 and 42. In the town the deduction for repairs and insurance was 1 6c/. in the pound. That 
was Mr. Richey’s estimate of the costs of repairs and insurance. 

47. The two rural valuators were farmers, and took what they considered a fair rent between 
landlord and tenant. 

The Guardians advertised that the valuation would be laid open for inspection of the 
rate-payers for the time specified by the Act, and would receive objections and act on 
them if they thought, fit. About 20 objections for the rural districts, and 80 from the 
town, were made. Very few alterations were made, except with regard to mill property ; 
that was the only revision that took place of the valuation as prepared by the valuators. 

In general the objections were by persons who objected to the valuation of their own 
tenantry as too high. There was one objection by a landlord as to two farms being too 
low; and another objection by another landlord, as to the quantity with which a parti- 
cular tenant was charged. 

There was no check valuator. 

The rural valuators went first to the townland of Castlereagh, and fixed upon a 
standard form, and set a value upon it ; believes it was the farm of Mr. McConnell ; the 
value of which was put first at 28,?. the English acre, but. was afterwards reduced to 2Gs. 
after they had gone over two ot,' three townlands. They always went together, and deter- 
mined the value according to that standard. Mr. McConnell holds under Lord Down- 
shire ; thinks that is about the rent, perhaps rather under it ; thinks that the valuation 
generally is very near Lord Downshire’s rent. Lerd Downshire lets at a very easy rate. 
Any tenant quitting his farm would get 10/. or 207. an Irish acre for his goodwill: 
supposing him a tenant at will, a lease would make very little difference. 

4. Each farm was valued separately ; where a large part was mountain it was valued sepa- 
rately. 

6. The quality was not ascertained by digging the soil ; but they had the advantage of the 
ordnance survey. 

8. The valuators considered Griffith’s valuation was generally under the value in good 
situations, and too high in proportion in the mountain districts.

9. Plantations, if ornamental, were considered as giving an additional value to the residue. 

24th October, John Orr, one of the Valuators of the Rural Districts, in answer to queries, 
states, — 

14. Did not get the tithe composition. 

15. Got applotment to county cess in County Antrim, but could not get it in County Down. 
Only used it to ascertain acres, and to fill column for taxes ; did not use it to ascertain 
value. 

16. Got maps ordnance survey. 

17. Got Griffith’s valuation, and copies of his field books. 

Did not get Griffith’s instructions and valuators. 

18. Did not get the rentals. The landlords refused to give them. 

19. The two valuators of the rural districts valued together. Used Griffith’s valuation some- 
times, but chiefly for houses, not for land ; partly for land, but particularly for houses • 
generally found it below the real value ; thinks it would be necessary to add from one- 
third to one-fourth, sometimes added nearly half, sometimes nothing at all ; relied on 
their own knowledge. Did not dig the soil or subsoil ; thinks it would be necessary to 
do so if they had time, but it would have taken a long time, and they went so rapidly 
that they could not do so ; had no spademan. Sometimes, if they found a man digging 
they would desire him to take up a spadeful, to see what, it was like. 

24. Began on our own farm ; holds under Lord Downshire ; adopted the neighbourhood of 
Castereagh as the standard, and took what they considered likely that Lord Downshire 
would put on it provided there was no houses on it, and added something for the house. 
Some of the leases in Castlereagh are new and some old ; knew what was paid under 
the new leases; adopted that rent as the standard of value; carried that on as well 
as they could, but when they came near Belfast had to raise the value, and in the county 
Antrim side continued the same as near as possible. Did not adopt any standard neigh- 
bourhood in the county Antrim side ; did not adopt any except the one already referred 
to ; the landlords would not tell their rents, and could not rely on what the tenants said. 

25. Did not adopt any standard in towns or villages ; does not know any town or village on 
Lord Downshire’s estate with the rent of which they were acquainted ; generally added 
about half to Griffith’s valuation for houses in the neighbourhood of Belfast. 

27. Visited every farm, did not enter houses, and went and examined the size of it. 

Did not use any scale to estimate effect of proximity to towns, but raised the value in 
proportion as they thought it would let dearer ; but cannot say they had any means of 
testing the accuracy of their conclusion as to the amount. 

28. Asked, first, what occupant was paying, and what he thought would be a fair rent, and 
generally inquired in the neighbourhood from persons with whom they were acquainted, 
if they could say what would be a fair rent. 

Second, asked what tithe and county rates, and allowed for them. 

28. Also asked landlord’s name. 

30. Did not adopt the rack-rent at which a tenement would let. The rack-rent is what 
tenants pay who live like swine, and make money for their landlords. Castlereagh, if set 
up to be let to the highest bidder, would bring 1 0 to 20 per cent, more than that what 
Lord Devonshire lets it for. Thinks that solvent tenants could be found at that rate. 
The good-will generally brings from 107. to 20 1. an Irish acre. 

Took as a test what they considered a fair rent, as between landlord and tenant, for the 
land, and added something for the house when it was a good one ; and where there was a 
cottier’s house valued it what they considered a fair rent, allowing for repairs and in- 
surance. 

Intended to value according to what a solvent tenant would pay, reserving reasonable 
remuneration for capital, time, and labour. 

Made no calculation founded on the gross produce. 

Adopted what they considered a fair rent, as between landlord and tenant, whether let 
by year to year or by lease. 

35. Always endeavoured to find out what rent was paid. Took their own judgment and that 
together. If they thought it was a fair rent they adopted allowing for repairs and 
insurance. 

33. If they found a very small farm they made it a little more in proportion, on account of 
the house. Where there were three or four acres, if the house was a good one, did not 
take the acreable value, but lumped the house and land together. 

34. The farms range from 10 to 30 acres on the County Down side, very few reach 100; 
there are a great many under 10 acres ; and in the County Antrim side about the same 
as the County down ; but in the mountainous districts they are somewhat larger. 

38. Taking the Union generally, and the tenements let on new leases, and at will, thinks the 
valuation is something under the rent ; it may be from 5 to 10 per cent, under ; in some 
places it is 20 to 25 per cent, under the present rent.

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68. The valuation lay for 21 days, and a few objections were made ; some of the rate-payers 

took lists of the valuation of their own and their neighbours’ farms, and few objections 
were made, fewer than 20 or about 18 in the rural districts ; the persons objecting were 
generally small holders ; there was one large holder ; about four or five slight altera- 
tions were made ; thinks the rate-payers, so far as they are acquainted with the valuation, 
are content with it. 

69. The landlords generally are content with it, so far as they are acquainted with it, but few 
have inspected it ; most of the Guardians are landlords. 

No objection in the rural districts of value being too low. 

73. The tenants are decidedly in favour of having a low valuation, and some say the valua- 
tors have gone a little too high ; the landlords do not, appear to be in favour of a high 
valuation, but few of them have expressed any opinion on that point. 

74. Some landlords have been for some time putting in clauses, making the tenant to pay a 
fixed rent, notwithstanding any Act of Parliament passed, or to be passed. 

Francis Riley (valuator of the town of Belfast), in answer to queries, states : — He is 
not a professional valuator; is acquainted with the value of land; did not make the 
police valuation. 

14. Was furnished with Griffith’s valuation and the police valuation. 

Got no rentals, but knew a few of the rents were not furnished with Griffith’s instruc- 
tions ; adopted Griffith’s valuation as the basis, generally added half ; but it was even then 
under the value ; did not rely on it so much for tenements under 20 1. as above 20/. ; for 
tenements above 20/., found that Griffith’s valuation was nearer his own view than the 
police valuation ; under 20/. the police valuation came nearer. 

Sometimes added to Griffith’s, and sometimes not; on the whole, thinks that when 
the bouses had remained unaltered his valuation is below Griffith’s ; but thinks, in the 
whole, was very near Griffith’s, perhaps 5 per cent, difference. 

Thinks he is generally above the police valuation in the houses above 20/. ; for houses 
under 20/. thinks police valuation and his are very near. 

23. Did not generally go so high as the rent actually paid. 

The landlord generally keeps the house in repair, and the tenant pays the taxes. 

Where the house was let from year to year did not lake the rent as the text, but kept 
something under it, but not much ; adopted what he considered a fair rent between tenant 
and landlord if the house was let by the year. 

Considers that he did not take the utmost that could be got from a solvent tenant, but 
what he considered a fair rent. 

Did not divide the houses into classes as to age, according to Griffith’s scale, or any 
other, but had Griffith’s valuation ; but if a house was in bad repair made a deduction. 

Did not measure the houses ; thinks they should be measured in order to make a cor- 
rect valuation, and the valuator ought to be permitted to enter at certain hours; thinks 
it impossible to make a correct valuation of the houses in a town like Belfast without 
measuring the houses and entering them; thinks his own valuation is not correct; it 
would take two or three times going over it to make it correct, and measuring and 
entering the houses. 

Estimated the.effect of situation by the police and Griffith’s valuation, and by his own 
knowledge of the town. 

Houses let upon lease are generally let lower than by year to year. 

The valuation is generally under the rent actually paid. 

Did not get Griffith’s map of the town ; wanted to get it, but could not ; it would have 
cost 16/. 

In High-street the valuation is sometimes 10 per cent, under the rent actually paid ; 
has no doubt those rents are paid ; sometimes a mere shop, without any other apartment, 
is let for 40/. ; valued such a shop at about 35/. or 36/. 

There are about 65 objections on the ground of the valuation being too high ; altered 
the valuation in about half of the cases. 

There was one objection, on the ground . of its being too low, but valuator did not 
' alter it. 

The occupiers generally wish for alow valuation; the police valuation was lower than it 
ought to be; and thinks some people are dissatisfied at the present valuation being higher.

To this subject I must beg to call your immediate and serious attention, and I 
shall deem it a favour if you will, at your earliest convenience, give me the benefit 
of your opinion and advice upon it. 

For the purpose, merely of the equable assessment of a tax, it may not be of 
much consequence whether the valuation be high or low, provided the due relative 
proportions are preserved. But the manner in which the Irish Poor Law provides 
for the distribution of the burthen between the landlord and the tenant, would 
seem to render it desirable that the valuations on which that distribution must 
depend, should be so made, as to effect the purpose of the law. With a view to 
the measure relating to the elective franchise now before Parliament, it is a matter 
of importance to ascertain whether it would not be desirable and practicable to 
adopt some mode of correcting the valuations in the points to which reference has 
been made. 



I believe that the low already gives to the Poor Law Commissioners extensive 
powers m this matter. The practical questions then to be considered, are, first 
whether those powers are sufficient; secondly, how they could be most effectively 
put into operation ; and, thirdly, if any further legislative measure should appear 
necessary, what particular provisions you would be disposed to recommend.

„ 1 i“ ATE hal] tlle honour of receiving your Letter of the 4th instant, in which 

alter calling my attention to the report recently made by Messrs. Haig and 
Reasy on the subject of the Poor Law Valuations, your Lordship states, that 
although tor the purpose of assessment merely, it may not be of much consequence 
whether the valuations, if equable, be high or low; yet that on account of the 
division of the burthen of the rate between landlord and tenant ; and with a view 
to the measure now before Parliament relating to the elective franchise, it is very 
important to consider whether some mode of correcting the valuations ought not 
o be devised ; and your Lordship then proposes the following questions : 

1. W hether sufficient powers are given by the Irish Poor Relief Act for 

ensuring a correct valuation, as well for the purpose of the franchise, as 
lor Poor Law rating. 

2. If so, how these powers can be most effectually put into operation. 

o. 11 the present powers are deemed insufficient, what further legislative pro- 
visions .appears to be necessaiy for accomplishing the object. 

„„ I ™ T P roeee,i give such answers as my experience enables me to afford to 
each of these questions, and —

fit 'tif 001 . ie ^ Act, the Commissioners are enabled, “ where they shall see

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survey and valuation.” This appears to be sufficient for Poor Law purposes. 
Hitherto we have in no case exercised the power of appointing valuators, my 
colleagues and myself being deeply impressed with the importance of endeavouring, 
as far as possible, to accomplish all that is necessary under the ordinary provisions 
of the Act, without having recourse to its coercive powers. The Guardians are 
in the first instance, required to make, or cause to be made, a valuation of the 
rateable property within their Union, and it is only in their default, that the 
Commissioners would feel justified in resorting to a direct appointment of a 
valuator. 

It must not be supposed, however, that the Commissioners have been negligent 
in reference to the important subject of the valuations, which have occupied a 
large share of their attention from the commencement. The instructions which 
they have issued from time to time, are given in the Appendices to their last two 
reports, and are full and comprehensive, and calculated, as they believe, to meet 
almost every point of difficulty that can arise. A copy of the last revised instruc- 
tions on valuation and rating, issued on the 25th of last March, is herewith enclosed 
for your Lordship’s information. 

The correspondence with the several Boards of Guardians also, and with the 
valuators appointed by them, during the progress of the valuation in each of the 
Unions, has been very frequent, and no pains have been spared by means of advice 
and admonition to accomplish all that the Act requires in this respect. Speaking 
generally, and on the information I have obtained from time to time as the work 
proceeded in the several Unions, I consider the valuations hitherto made as being 
on the whole satisfactory. I do not mean to say that in any instance they are 
perfect — that was not to’ be expected, and can, I believe, only be attained after 
repeated revisions and corrections ; but considering all circumstances, they are, I 
think, as nearly so as we could reasonably look for, and, whatever inaccuracies or 
defects there may be, will I am persuaded be gradually corrected by the respective 
Boards of Guardians, with or without the advice and admonitions of the. Commis- 
sioners, or else by direct intervention under the provisions of the 66th section of the 
Poor Relief Act. 

The Boards of Guardians have, I am convinced, in general acted with perfect 
good faith, and have endeavoured to select and appoint competent valuators, and to 
obtain a fair valuation of the rateable property in their respective Unions. They 
have in some instances been led to form erroneous notions of what the law in 
strictness requires in this respect, and perhaps in a majority of cases have been 
influenced by kindly feelings, or by other motives to promote an under valuation of 
the property, but this has, I believe, in the main, been all Iona fide , however 
erroneous, and has often yielded to the personal representations of the Assistant 
Commissioners, or to the written admonitions addressed to them from Dublin. 

There certainly are cases, however, in which undue favouritism or prejudice, or 
party feeling, have influenced a Board of Guardians to select incompetent or im- 
proper valuators, and in such cases, whenever the unfitness or incompetency was 
clearly established, we have not failed to disallow the appointment, and require 
the Guardians to select another valuator ; and they have in general given a prompt 
compliance. Instances of a protracted resistance to our efforts in this respect have, 
however, occurred, and one very recently in the case of the Ballina Union, where a 
large majority of the Board of Guardians have persisted in five times successively 
appointing a valuator, whom the Commissioners had reason for believing to be 
incompetent, and against whose appointment a respectable minority of the Board 
strongly protested. There are now grounds for supposing, that the majority of this 
Board are at length become sensible of the unfitness of the individual in question, 
and that they will shortly consent to the appointment of a competent valuator for 
the Union. Should they not do so, after the delay which has taken place, and the 
admonitions and representations which have been so repeatedly addressed to them, 
the Commissioners will feel it to be their duty to take the appointment upon 
themselves. 

There is one instance, too, in the case of the Scariff Union, where the Board of 
Guardians have persisted in adhering to a grossly defective valuation, despite of 
our best efforts to convince them of its absolute illegality. The determination of 
tho Guardians in this Union to have the valuation set at a very low level, has 
evidently arisen from the desire to make the poor-rate fall as lightly as possible 
upon the tenantry, a large portion of the cultivated land within the Union being 
in the hands of small occupiers. This feeling prevails more or less in most of the 
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other Unions, and is participated in by the landlords as well as the tenantry. It 
cannot be considered discreditable, or to require instant or any strenuous exertions 
to put it down, although we have found it an impediment to the carrying out the 
valuations according to the strict requirements of the Act ; for under the influence 
of this feeling, which it has been impossible altogether to overcome at the outset, 

I have no doubt that the valuations are generally under the fair letting value to a 
solvent tenant, probably to the extent of 10, and in some cases possibly 20 per 
cent. 

The case of the Scariff Union is noticed in Messrs. Haig and Deasy’s Report, 
and it may be well here to state, that the intention of my colleagues and myself is 
to wait until after the election of Guardians, on the 25th instant, and then again to 
press the subject upon the consideration of the new Board, and if they should 
persist in the views of their predecessors, which is hardly probable, then to take 
upon ourselves the appointment of a professional valuator for the Union, the ne- 
cessity. for such a step on our part being clearly established. We believe that by 
acting in this spirit of forbearance, and endeavouring on all occasions to carry out 
the law in this its early stage, by persuasion, and by sparing no pains in imparting 
information as to its objects and details, that we best fulfil the intentions of the 
legislature. It would certainly be more easy for us to take a different course, and 
instead of patiently and laboriously endeavouring to persuade and incite Boards 
of Guardians to a performance of their duty, at once, to call in the coercive powers 
with which we are entrusted ; but this would, in our estimation, be extremely 
inexpedient, and Avould go far to counteract the great objects of the measuie, and 
would prevent the establishment of that harmony, and quiet and equable action, 
and the introduction of those ameliorations, which we hope and believe will ulti- 
mately result from the Poor Law, if it be promulgated to the Irish people, for 
whose benefit it is intended, in a more gentle and forbearing spirit. It may be 
important to add, moreover, that the whole of our experience confirms us in this 
view, and that we shall feel bound to adhere to it so long as it is entrusted to our 
discretion. 

Secondly, As to how the powers conferred by the Act, with respect to the 
valuations, can be most effectively put into operation, I have to state, that I am 
not aware of anything that can be done in addition to our present mode of pro- 
ceeding in this respect, which is as follows 

1. Full instructions to the Guardians and the valuators have been framed, 

and are invariably issued previous to the commencement of any valuation. 

2. References to this office on every doubtful point are constantly made and 

promptly answered, and no opportunity is ever missed for urging upon 
Boards of Guardians the importance of accuracy, and a strict adherence 
to the principle of valuation prescribed by the Act. 

3. The Assistant Commissioners make a point of attending every meeting of 

a Board of Guardians, as far as it is possible for them to do so, and 
explaining the law and the regulations in this as well as in all other 
respects ; and they moreover take all opportunities of conferring with, 
and advising and informing the valuators in their respective districts, so 
so as to ensure by every means in their power an equable valuation in 
every instance. 

4. The Guardians are taught to feel that they are responsible for the valua- 

tions, both to the Commissioners and the public, and as a body are, I 
think, universally disposed to act with good faith, although sometimes, 
perhaps, a little mistaken in their views. 

5. The valuators who have hitherto been appointed are either valuators by 

profession, or persons conversant with the value of property and accus- 
tomed to be referred to in such matters. In the rural districts, a person 
of this description will most generally be also a farmer on his own 
account, which is certainly no disqualifying circumstance. I know 
of no individual appointed, whom, with one exception, and as at present 
informed, I could say was unfit for the office. The exception is in the 
Ballinrobe Union, where the persons selected have proved themselves 
incompetent, and we shall, I expect, be compelled to annul the contract, 
and direct the Guardians to appoint others. 

6. After the valuation has been completed, and examined and approved by 

the Guardians, the regulations require it to be left open during at least 
21 days foj inspection of the rate-payers, and for the objections of any

7. Strictly speaking, the valuation is only applicable to one rate, and is con- 
stantly open to revision and correction, as the value of property changes 
or as circumstances require it; so that, even supposing the valuations to 
be generally inaccurate at present, ample provision is made for their suc- 
cessive revision, and it can scarcely be doubted that in the course of a 
year or two, after a few rates shall have been levied, they will approximate 
very closely to the condition contemplated by the Act, and will also be 
imbued ^ the sel f‘ corrective principle with which they are 

This, it appears to me, is the only way in which a fair uniform valuation can be 
formed at present, or be kept up for the future. Those formed on other principles 
must m the end practically fail as tests of value. If correct at one time, valuations 
will become incorrect at another, unless the modifications required bv changes in 
local circumstances, and which will be best ascertained by persons possessing local 
know edge, shall be periodically applied to them ; and this species of correction is 
provided for m Ireland under the Poor Relief Act, and the Commissioners’ ref- 
lations. It there should be failure in any case, power is given to the Commis- 
sioners to rectify whatever is erroneous, and to supply whatever is deficient 

ven at present however, the valuations under the Poor Law are considerably 
higher than any other valuations which have been made in Ireland ; so that if 
those are inaccurate, these must be still more so. I believe, too, without taking 
into account the corrections provided for at every new rate, and on which I have 
reckoned that our present valuations are to the full as accurate, and approximate 
as nearly to the real value as those in England. 1 * 

Thirdly, As to further legislative provision, what is herein-above stated will 
show, that 1 do not consider additional powers to be necessary for Poor Law pur- 
poses but with reference to the measure now before Parliament for basing the 
franchise upon the Poor Law valuations, it may, I think, be desirable to make 
it imperative upon the Commissioners to appoint professional valuators, whenever 
called upon to do so by a certain number of Guardians (say one-fourth of the

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The obligation which we have felt of patiently investigating the facts connected Second Rbpqrt. 
with each 'Union, and of hearing all the evidence which could enable us to make 
accurate reports, has protracted the inquiry beyond the period anticipated for its 
conclusion. The Returns and the Evidence which we have collected are volu- 
minous, and we have not yet been able to complete our Reports from all the 
Unions. They will be forwarded to your Lordship from time to time as completed. 

The necessity of attending to their preparation prevents us from attempting at 
present to give any of the general results of the Inquiry, and obliges us to confine 
ourselves to stating the course we have pursued, and the progress made, up to the 
date of this Report. 

Your Lordship’s directions to us to ascertain in each Union the principles on j° rts from 

which the valuations had been made rendered it necessary to obtain detailed ea 
information respecting their original formation, the circumstances which operated 
upon them during their preparation, and the changes that are still in progress. 

The plan of preparing a separate Report from each Union, embodying the results 
of the Inquiry for each, is more calculated to convey accurate information respect- 
ing the Valuations to which they relate, than any general observations we can 
offer to your Lordship respecting them. We have, therefore, adhered to the plan 
of preparing from each Union a separate Report, giving, in an Appendix, the 
Tabular Returns and the Evidence relating to each Union. 

We have pursued the course of inspecting in the Minute-Books of the several 
Boards the history of each Valuation so far as it is there recorded, and we have 
extracted from them all the proceedings which appeared to affect the several 
Valuations from the period of the formation of the Union. 

Copies of these extracts will be found in the Appendix to our local Reports. 

They exhibit the general nature of the proceedings which have preceded and 
accompanied the formation of the several Valuations. 

The degree of supervision and control which the Boards of Guardians of each 
Union exercised over their valuators during the progress of the valuation may, 
to a certain extent, be estimated by the incidental proceedings which are there 
recorded. 

In the northern counties to which Griffith’s valuation extends, the Boards oi 
Guardians, desirous of avoiding the expense of a new valuation, endeavoured to 
render it available for the purposes of the Poor Law, but after a short trial aban- 
doned the experiment, and resolved to effect a new valuation. 

The Boards, in all cases, advertised for tenders from valuators, and nothing 
appeared to us to show that the selection had been influenced by any other consi- 
deration than the qualifications of the candidates, the amount of their tender, and 
the probability of their performing their duties satisfactorily. 

In the course of our investigations, minute inquiries were made by each of us 
as to the qualifications of the persons thus selected— the standard of value adopted 
by them — the application of that standard to different species of property and the 
manner in which they performed their task. For more particular information 
upon this subject, as applying to each particular Union, we beg leave to refer to 
the separate Reports upon each. _ . 

W e now present a brief summary of the proceedings, with reference to valuation, 
of which we forward the separate Reports in those Unions. 

In Banbridge, the person appointed was not a professed valuator, nor a surveyor 
by profession. His qualifications were general acquaintance with the value of the 
land, and his previous experience in the applotments under the Tithe Composition^ 

Acts. His standard of value of land was formed by calculating the amount ol 
the gross produce of the land, and fixing a fourth of that amount as the net annual 
value. This calculation was used as a guide, to assist him in arriving at the rea- 
sonable rent, upon which in substance he found his standard of value. In the ap- 
plication of that standard he did not make any addition to the valuation of the 
smaller farms, on account of the effects ot the competition in raising the letting 
price of that class of land. 

In Lisburn, the valuator’s standard was the rent which a solvent tenant could 
afford to pay, deriving out of the produce of the soil a comfortable subsistence for 
himself and his family. No distinction was made by him on account of the small 
size of a farm, bringing it within the reach of a. larger number of persons, and 
consequently increasing the price that would be given for it. 

In Newtown-Limavady, the person who valued the Union was a valuator by 
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Ecown Report, profession, and professed to form a scale of value by calculating the amount of the 
gross produce of the soil for the best land in the Union, and deducting from that 
amount the cost of raising the produce. He then valued other lands, by com- 
parison with that thus selected. 

The assistant to whom he deputed the valuation of more than one half of the 
Union, also a valuator by profession, referred to Griffith’s valuation, and made an 
addition to it founded on the proportion which he considered that prices had 
increased since it had been effected in that district. Both, however, repudiated 
the “ rack-rent ” as a test, and professed to have valued on a scale that would leave 
the tenant a considerable interest in the soil. 

In Londonderry, the valuators, one of whom was a surveyor, adopted the fair 
rent as their standard, both in the City and in the rural districts. In the latter 
they valued each townland at an entire sum, which they afterwards applotted upon 
each separate tenement, sometimes with the assistance of the owners and occupiers 
of the townland. In both City and county the rack-rent was repudiated as a test 
of value. 

In Coleraine, the two valuators, one of whom was a surveyor, , r and the other a 
farmer, adopted, in like manner, the reasonable rent which a solvent tenant could 
afford to pay, as ;; standard of the value of land, and formed their idea of what 
a solvent tenant could afford to pay by reference to the rents paid by those persons 
ol their acquaintance who held land at an easy rent, and were enabled out of the 
produce of it to maintain themselves and their families comfortably. In the valu- 
ation of houses in towns they ascertained the letting value, and deducted 20/. per 
cent, from that amount for repairs and insurance. 

In Armagh, one valuator was appointed, who was a surveyor by profession. 
He adopted also the “ reasonable rent” as a standard in the rural districts, and 
formed his estimate of a reasonable rent, by allowing wages of labour to the farmer 
and his family, together with a fourth or fifth of the surplus produce, after deduct- 
ing the, cost of raising it. In the valuation of the town of Armagh he adopted 
Griffith’s valuation of the houses, and having added to that the one-third which, ac- 
cording to Mr. Griffith’s system, is always deducted from the value of houses, he 
deducted 10 per cent, from the amount so ascertained. 

In Dungannon, the valuator, who was also a surveyor, adopted as his standard 
what a solvent tenant could afford to pay, judging of that by reference to the rents 
paid on the estates of some large landed proprietors in the Union, whose estates 
are let at easy rents. He added to that a small sum for the farm-houses, which 
are not taken into account by landed proprietors not disposed to take advantage of 
the competition for land. What he considered the fair letting value was adopted 
by him in the valuation of the houses in the town of Dungannon. 

In Castlederg, two valuators, both of whom were surveyors by profession, 
adopted also the fair letting rent, according to the scale of letting upon the estates 
of those proprietors who were in the habit of allowing a good interest in the 
land to the tenant, and added a small sum to that amount for the value of the 
house. 

In Sligo, the valuator (a civil engineer) adopted the rent that could be paid by 
a solvent tenant who would continue to pay it, and derive from the land a proper 
remuneration, which, in general, he considered ought to amount to a third of the 
gross produce. In the town of Sligo he adopted the fair letting value. 

In Tipperary the valuator was a civil engineer, and adopted a- standard about 
seven per cent, lower than he would have valued the land as between landlord and 
tenant. 

In Kilkeel, the valuator, who was the same person that valued Banbridge, pro- 
fessed to adopt in that Union the average rents paid upon recent lettings, and his 
valuation of Kilkeel is consequently, in his own opinion, higher than that of 
Banbridge. 

In Gorey, the standard of value could not be ascertained from the principal 
valuator, ^who, at the period of the inquiry, was engaged in valuing a distant 
Union. The assistant valuator stated that he had valued below the rent. 

In Cootehill, as in Gorey, the standard of value could not be ascertained from 
the valuator himself. He was, however, a person whose principal occupation 
was the valuation of land, and had valued Newcastle Union ; he adopted the 
reasonable rent as his standard, and applied it to large and small farms without 
distinction. 
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In Loughrea, the valuator, like the preceding, was one whose principal occu- 
pation was valuing land. He employed another person to assist him in the work, 
and the standard first applied by his assistant, and afterwards adopted by the 
valuator, was the rent that a farmer could be expected to pay, and maintain him- 
self and family comfortably, according to his condition, out of the produce of the 
land. 

In Ballinasloe, as in Loughrea, the valuator and his assistant were persons 
principally engaged in the valuation of land, and they adopted, in like manner, the 
fair rent that could be paid by a solvent tenant. 

In Athlone, the valuator was the same who had valued the Sligo Union, and 
adopted as his standard in the former the rents charged on the estate of a par- 
ticular proprietor, as they were, in his opinion, fair or reasonable rents. 

In Roscrea, the valuator was a person whose occupation was the management 
and valuation of land. He considered that the time allowed him for the com- 
pletion of his work would not enable him to make as accurate a valuation as if 
employed to value the estate of a private proprietor ; and he effected the valuation 
upon such a scale as, if adopted in letting the land, would give the tenant a con- 
siderable interest. He adopted this course in order that any want of accuracy 
might not press upon the occupier. 

In Cashel, the valuator was a farmer. His absence from Cashel at the period 
of the inquiry there prevented the embodying in the Report on that Union his 
own statement of the standard of value adopted by him. The Report on Listowel 
will contain his own statement of his principles of valuation. 

In Castlerea, the valuator was an under-agent on extensive estates. His 
standard of value was the third of the net produce of the land which remained 
after deducting the cost of raising it ; and he adopted this because he considered 
such a proportion of the produce as a reasonable rent for a landlord to ask and a 
tenant to give. 

In Gort, the valuator was a farmer. His standard- of value was the rent; that, 
in his opinion, could be paid by a tenant of sufficient capital to stock and cultivate 
the land to the most advantage, reserving to him a return of 15 per cent, on his 
capital : this rent he estimates at two-fifths of the produce. 

We have compared the Poor Law Valuation with the General Valuation of 
Ireland now in progress under the direction of Mr. Griffith, whenever such com- 
parison was practicable. The result in eight unions in which the comparison was 
made appears to be that, when Griffith’s valuation of the whole district comprised 
within the Union is compared with that under the Poor Law, the latter is gene- 
rally from 18 to 25 per cent, above that of Griffith. 

It is to be borne in mind, in comparing the Poor Law Valuations with the 
General Valuation of Ireland, that the latter is founded on an assumed scale of 
the value of agricultural produce greatly below the real prices, and that the Poor 
Law Valuations include several species of property excluded from the other, the 
principal class of which is houses under the value of 5/., not included in the 
General Valuation. No exact comparison, therefore, can fairly be instituted 
between the two with any other view than to ascertain whether the difference 
between the two valuations is similar in different Unions. 

W e have compared the Clerk of the Peace’s Lists of the Ten Pound registered 
Electors with the Rate Books, in order to ascertain the amounts at which they are 
rated. 

The result of that comparison, so far as the returns have been tabulated, we now 
present. 

In Banb ridge Union, which lies in the counties of Armagh and Down, out of 359 
10/. county electors, traced in the Rate Book, 46 were rated under 10/., and 12 
under 51. 

In Lisburn, which includes the borough of that name, out of 206 registered 
householders traced, 30 are rated under 10/., and 5 under 51 . ; and out of 469 
10/. electors of the counties of Down and Antrim, 48 are rated under 10/., and 10 
under 5/. 

In Newtown-Limavady, out of 355 10/. electors of the county of London- 
derry, whose separate rating was ascertained, 17 are rated under 10/., and 2 under 
51. 

In Londonderry Union, out of 345 householders, whose rating was ascertained,

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SecondReport. 45 are rated under 10/., and 9 under 51 . ; and out of 82 10/. electors of the county 
of Londonderry, and 51 10/. electors of Donegal, whose rating was ascertained 
12 are rated under 10/., and 4 under 5/. 

In Coleraine, out of 172 householders entitled to vote for this borough 70 are 
rated under 10/., and 17 under 51 . ; and out of 134 10/. electors of Londonderry 
county traced, 24 are rated under 10/., and 5 under 51 . 

In Armagh, out of 555 householders of the city whose rating was ascertained, 
245 are rated under 10/., and 39 under 51 . ; and of 256 10/. electors of the 
county, whose rating was in like manner ascertained, 15 are rated under 10/., and 
one under 51 . 

In Dungannon, out of 136 registered householders of the borough traced, 
24 are rated under 10/., and 6 under 51 . ; while out of 233 10/. electors of the 
county Tyrone, 34 are rated under 10/., and 12 under 51 . 

In Castlederg, out of 143 10/. electors traced, 19 were rated under 10/., and 2 
under 51 . 

In Sligo, out of 414 registered householders of the borough, 155 were rated 
under 10., and 40 under 51 . ; and out of 236 10/. county electors, 69 were rated 
under 10/., and 13 under 51 . 

In Tipperary, out of 104 10/. electors traced, 12 were rated under 10/., and 1 
under 51 . 

In Gorey, out of 184 10/. electors traced, 14 were rated under 10/., and 3 under 
51 . 

In Kilkeel, out of 48 10/. electors traced, 10 were rated under 10/., and one 
under 51 . 

In Cootehill, out of 330 10/. electors traced, 38 were rated under 10/., and 2 
under 51 . 

In Loughrea, out of 184 10/. electors traced, 39 were rated under 10/., and 
1 under 51 . 

In Ballinasloe, out of 236 10/. electors traced, 58 were rated under 10/., and 
13 under 51 . 

In Athlone, out of 166 registered householders of the borough, 45 were rated 
under 10/., and 5 under 51 .; and out of 79 10/. county electors, 10 were rated 
under 10/., and 1 under 51 . 

In Roscrea, out of 217 10/. electors traced, 52 were rated under 10/., and 11 
under 51 . 

In Cashel, out of 243 registered householders of the borough, 74 were rated 
under 10/., and 26 under 51 . ; and out of 142 10/. county electors, 18 were rated 
under 10/., and 6 under 51 . 

In Gort, out of 51 10/. electors traced, 5 were rated under 10/., and 1 under 
51 . 



In Castlerea, out of 378 10/. electors traced (including some registered in 1832 
and not re-registered), 220 were rated under 10/. and 43 under 51 . 

There are not materials before us to form any calculation as to the probable 
numbers of electors which the adoption of a franchise regulated by any given 
amount of rating, combined with tenure, would produce. 

Leases of the description which at present confer the franchise are not required 
to be, nor are they in practice, registered, nor could the number of existing leases 
be ascertained without a minute, lengthened, and expensive investigation. The 
evidence before us upon the subject amounts to nothing more than the opinion of 
the witnesses, who in general concur in stating that a majority of the tenements in 
each Union to which their evidence applies are held without any lease, but they are 
unable to state more precisely the proportion which that majority bears to the 
entire number of tenements. 

In almost every Union frorn which Reports are forwarded, it appears that there 
is a great and growing objection on the part of the landed proprietors to grant 



Phe returns from 49 Unions, of which the tenements have been classified 
according to their amount at which they are rated, have been obtained. Of these 
Unions, there are 31 not containing boroughs returning members to Parlia- 
Report 18 in which there are suctl boroughs. See Tables appended to this 

In other tables will be found the area and population of all the Unions in Ire- 
land not containing boroughs returning members to Parliament. 
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When our Reports on all the Unions which have been visited are complete, we Second Report. 
shall be enabled to compare and lay before your Lordship the results of our inquiries 
in 29 counties of Ireland, where the Unions which have been visited are situate.
